rimeter fencing. The shadow 
home secretary, . Mr Gerald 
Kaufman, said that a fence 
would have caused an even 
more horrific fire trap had it 
been installed at Rradford. But 
Mr Brittan insisted that the 
installation of such fences had 
to be made in the light of 
other fire safety precautions, 

He did not say what these 
were but it is understood that 
all clubs installing fences to 
control crowds in the future 
will be expected to have stew- 
ards available to open exit 
gates in the event of emergen- 
cies. Many of the deaths at 
Bradford were caused by vic- 


tims being trapped at the 
locked -exit gates. 

The review of fire safety 
goes far 'beyond the requi/:- 
meats of the 1975 act. which 
was introduced mainly to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the Ibrox 
Park disaster at Glasgow, when 
68 fans were crushed to death. 

In addition to the thousands 
of small grounds which will be 
visited to check on the fire 
hazard presented by wooden, 
buildings, fire - officers will 
also be calling at leading 
grounds not covered by the 
act. including the Oval, Lord's, 
and Wimbledon. 

National stadiums, including 
Twickenham, Wembley, Cardiff 
Arms Park and Wrexham, are 
already designated under the 
act But leading greyhound 
racing tracks and speedway 
tracks will also be inspected. 

Fire officers using emer- 
gency powers under the act 
can recommend the closure of 
any public grounds because of 
the fire risks. The clubs can 
be forced to dose their 
grounds by a court if it is 
satisfied that there are safety 
risks to the public. ' 

Mr Brittan said the chief 
fire officers would also be in- 
specting the opening and lock- 
ing of gates at sports grounds. 
He will be discussing with the 
football authorities immedi- 
ately how the provisions of the 
act could be extended to the 
third and fourth divisions. 

Mr Peter Snape, a director 
of fourth division Stockport 
County and Labour MP for 
West Bromwich, warned : “ Un- 
less government money is 
forthcoming, the third and 
fourth division dubs are 
doomed.” 

It was felt last night that 
the Prime Minister's personal 
involvement in combating soc- 
cer hooliganism will add- to the 
pressures on the Government 
to find further money for 
improvements. ■ •

Mr Richard Faulkner, secre- 
tary of the Football Trust, 
said last night that an applica- 
tion was received from the 
club, enclosing a letter dated 
July 11 from West Yorkshire 
County Council. The letter 
drew attention lo the condition 
of the roor. There was also a 
letter of June 27 from the 
police which went into more 
detail about it. 

As a result, the club was 
offered a 60 per cent grant, he 
said, in January, but did not 
reply. This did not necessarily 
m'.in lack of action, Mr Faulk- 
ner said.

Thirty - seven .league 
grounds are not designated 
and the other 11 lower div- 
ision grounds are because 
the clubs have been in the 
first or second division since 
1975, when the act was intro- 
duced. Each of those 37 
must complete a varying de- 
gree of improvement work to 
fulfil the minimum standards 
laid down by the Home Of- 
fice's green code of 1976. 

'' Newly-designated clubs 
have been given 12 months 
in which to complete the 
Safety work demanded by 
local authority insoectors. 
Bradford, for example, had 
planned to start renovation 
on their ill-fated stand yes- 
terday and would have com- 
pleted as much as possible 
by The beginning of next 
season. 

If a safety inspector be- 
lieves that a section of a 
ground is too- unsafe then 
this 12-month waiver is gen- 
erally withdrawn.

In. the long term, the clubs 
face much deeper and more 
hurtful questions. Club man-

stands. 

Architects have done excel- 
lent work. at grounds includ- 
ing Newcastle, Old .Trafford 
and Huddersfield, and. It is. 
to be hoped that the smaller 
clubs ' will tap the knowledge 
of these firms. 

But the real issue of 
ground safety goes deeper. 
The green code recommenda- 


tions need to be applied in a 
more regular way, which 
might be achieved by a cen- 
tral office, perhaps part of 
the Sports Council, to which, 
local authorities could have 
constant recourse. 

Even better, this central 
advisory body should be part 
of a ministry of sport, which 
has become a pillar of La- 
bour Party policy. 

Britain's football directors 
will also have to come to 
terms with local authority in- 
volvement in football 
grounds. It is wrong to ex- 
pect the hard-pressed staff of 
the league's smaller clubs to 
have the knowledge and ex- 
pertise required to maintain 
a modern sporting venue. 

Bradford's enforced shift 
to the publicly owned OdsaU 


Stadium is a move in the 
right direction and there is 
scope for more co-operation 
between smaller clubs and 
local authorities. This case 
has been made by the 
Oxford chairman, Mr Robert 
Maxwell. 

His message is that the 
club can no longer guarantee 
survival as a first-class 
footballing force if the coun- 
cil is not prepared to pay 
for the privilege ana 
prestige. 

Many non-league clubs, 
such as Telford and Boston, 
have far better grounds than 
many league clubs. They 
would be only too willing to 
take the place ot league 
clubs unable to bring 
grounds up to minimum 
safety standards. 


It must not be forgotten 
that the problem is not foot- 
ball’s alone. Rugby, cricket, 
racing and Wimbledon, 
should also be closely scruti- 
nised by safety inspectors. 

Years of neglect, by dubs, 
local councils and govern- 
ment have led to the crisis. 
A royal commission which 
looked into the causes of the 
1923 fiasco at Wembley 
made several recommenda- 
tions which were ignored 
until the Ibrox disaster of 
1971, but- many of them are 
in the 1976 grben code. 

Clubs were content 
throughout the 1930s and 
1940s to take people’s money 
and plough back very little 
into, spectators’ comfort Now 
they are suffering from that 
inaction. 


In contrast, since - the> 
second world war several 
European countries on both 
sides of the Iron Curtain 
have devoted all the profits 
from state-run pools to pro- 
viding football stadia. In 
Hungarv alone, between 1945 
and 1955 1.600 were built 
with money from this source. 

Pools companies will fund 
most of the improvements 
required at the 37 undesig- 
nated dubs but their money 
will not suffice. Mr Jack 
Dunnett, chairman of the

CouneE releases 
text of letters 

Malcolm Pithers on the evidence of 
hazard warnings sent to the cliib 


WEST Yorkshire bounty 
Council last night released 
copies of letters sent to. 
Bradford City Football Club 
last July warning that the 
timber construction of its 
main' stand wis “ a fire 
hazard." 

Disclosing the text of the 
letters, the council leader, 
Mr John Gunnell, said' in 
London after a visit to the 
Home Office that he was 
doing so in the public inter- 
est and to avoid ' further 
speculation. He stressed that 
the county council would co- 
operate fully in a., public 

inquiry- 

He pointed out that recom- 
mendations made to the club 
in .the two letters were' not 
statutory because Bradford 
City; wpre playing in" the 
third division and therefore 
did ‘not -require a certificate 
under the Safety of Sports 
Grounds Act. 

Mr Gunnell said: ^As js 
well known, the county .coun- 
cil had initiated a meeting 
with the club which 'would , 
have taken place this' coming 
Wednesday and which would

have discussed those changes 
needed to comply with the 
act as a second division dub. 
I understand that the normal 
procedure is that dubs are 
given 12 months within 
which to comply.” 

The first lelter.seut to Mr 
Terence Newman, the club 
secretary, was dated July n, 
1984. It was sent by Mr F. A. 
Sims, the executive director 
oi engineering for the coun- 
cil. It read: “Safety in 
sports grounds, Bradford 
City AFC : re-covering of 
west grandstand. I refer to 
my engineer's visit to your 
ground on July 4. 1934 and a 
copy - of the inspection 
report, by Trada* of the west 
grandstand . roof covering 
passed to'him. 

*' T wish to. confirm the 
findings of that , report, that 
the existing felt roof cover- 
ing. and the areas of decayed 
boarding resulting conse- 
quently, “create an unaccept- 
able crowd safety hazard and 
should be rectified as soon 
as possible." 


The second letter, al$o to 
Mr Newman, was dated Julv 
18, 1984. It read: “Further 
to my engineer's visit to 
your ground of July 4. 1984, 
I am pleased to enclose' a 
letter which may assist . you 
in obtaining a grant from 
the Sports Ground Trust, 
towards the cost of re-cover- 
ing the main grandstand 
roof. Nothing in that letter 
should be construed as im- 
plied approval of the condi- 
tion or structural adequacy 
of the stand. 

*' As the West Yorkshire 
Metropolitan County Council 
is the licensing authority 
under the Safey Of Sports 
Grounds Act 1975, it may as- 
sist you. to know what- some 
of the council's other consid- 
erations would be, should at 
some time in the future the 
provisions of the act apply to 
Bradford City AFC ground. 

" These are : l) Main 
grandstand (a) the. unusual 
construction of this stand 
makes an appraisal of struc- 
. tural adequacy desirable; 
(b) the timber construction 
is a fire hazard and in par- 
ticular. there is a build-up of 
combustible materials in the 
voids beneath the seats. A 
careless discarded cigarette 
could give rise to a fire 
risk; (c) egress from the 
grandstand should be achiev- 
able in 2.5 minutes. 

21 Other stands (a) ap- 
praise for structural ade- 
quacy and maintain to ade- 
quate corrosion-protection 
standards ; (b) repair defec- 
tive roof sheeting. 

(31 Perimeter and crowd- 
control fences (a) repair and 
streny.hcn to acceptable 
standard. 

(4) Crush' barriers (aV 
test strengthen and repair 
to acceptable standard. ; fbl 
lack of barriers reduces the 
safe spectator density on 
terraces. 

(5) Terraces (a) overhaul 
terracing to provide accept- 
able surfacing and slope ; 
(b) provide adequate exits 
from terracing. 

"These considerations are 
contained within the publica- 
tion Guide to Safety at 
Sports Grounds — Football, 
published by HMSO. 

In concluding, may I 
point out that the above con- 
siderations would form part 
of the statutory consultation 
process required under the 
provisions of the act. The 
county council is obliged by 
law to have regard to other 
considerations. eg : fire 
safety precautions (chief fire 
officer), crowd control super- 
vision (chief constable) and 
local building control 
requirements (Bradford met- 
ropolitan district council).” 

The club's chairman, Mr 
Stafford Heginhotham, was 
adamant last night that the 
two letters had not to his 
knowledge been received by

Doctors begin long-term burns treatment 


THE MEDICAL reconstruc- 
tion work started in earnest 
at Bradford's hospitals yes- 
terday, after the make do 
and mend of Saturday night. 

At St Luke’s, three surgi- 
cal theatres were working 
throughout the day and by 
last night the team of doc- 
tors, led by Mr David 
Sharpe, had completed 2Q 
malar skin graft operations. 

“I have never seen burns 
on this scale before," Mr 
Sharpe said. "It is a vast 
number." 

The hospital’s two staff 
plastic surgeons were aug- 
mented by six others, 
brought in from Leeds, New- 
castle and Wythensbawe. A 
further three surgeons were 
on standby. 

The administrator of the 
Royal Infirmary, Mr Mitchell 
Grant, said last night: "The 
disaster hit us almost with- 
out warning. Normally, you 
expect to get up to half an 
hour’s alert of a major 
incident. 

“Because we’re so near 
the football ground the burn 
victims started to arrive 
within a couple of minutes 
of our hearing of the fire. It 
was as much as we could do 
to give them first aid." 

After this initial flood had 
subsided much of the in- 
firmary's Sunday was de- 
voted to transforming a 
fourth floor ward into a 
special burns unit, which 
went into full operation 
yesterday. 

By mid-afternoon 86 of 
the victims had crowded into 
the hastily erected cubicles 
for full examination and 
treatment. 

The infirmary's medical 
team transferred 23 of the 
most serious Gases to $t

Luke’s for major reconstruc- 
tive surgery. By the end of 
the day St Luke's had admit- 
ted 65 serious cases. Others 
will arrive later in the week. 

An official said that many 
of them would bai'e to 
remain under full-time treat- 
ment for months and that a 
number would require expen- 
sive further surgery. 

Doctors said that some will 
inevitably be disfigured for 
life. 


Mr David Earl, an off-duty 
policeman who was watching 
the match ■ ' with his two 
young sons, was typical of 
the less serious cases. 

In the panic after escaping 
from the 1 stand he spent a 
frantic 45 minutes searching 
for David and Jonathan, 
aged nine and seven, un- 
aware of his own injuries. 

Only when the boys bad 
been found safe at the local 
police station did be become 
conscious of his badly 
burned scalp and hand. 

Mr Jack Hodgson, aged 63, 
spent an equal time running 
round the pitch looking for 
his wife, having lost his 
shoes and specades in the 
panic. The couple were being 
treated for burns and abra- 
sions sustained as Mrs Hodg- 
son climbed over a 5ft 
wall to get iway from the 
heat. 

Most of the victims were 


burned .on - their scalp and 
hands, and many commented 
yestertfay thaf they had not 
been struck by burning de- 
bris — their injuries had 
■ come from the extraordinary 
heat thrown off from the 
blaze. 

“ I was about 40 yards 
away." one man said, “and 
it was like being under a 
grilL" 

On an otherwise grim day 
for Bradford, where shops 
and businesses throughout 
the city flew their company 
flags at half mast, the one 
bright spot seemed to be a 
possible improvement in the 
often difficult community 
relations. Behind the Valley 
Parade football ground lies a 
predominently Asian area. 

As the disaster unfolded 
its citizens threw open their 
houses to the dazed victims 
streaming from the back of 
the blazing stand. 


Survivors were comforted 
and given immediate help. 
Many were able to telephone 
their families . from Asian 
homes to reassure- them that 
they were unhurt. 

As one victim commented 
yesterday: “It only 1 goes* to 
show that race and colour go 
out of the window in. a- case 
like this. All that matters is 
humanity."

Foster parents and step-par- 
ents an? to be able to apply 
for new legal rights to look 
after children in their care,, 
under legislation coming into 
force from December. Ur John - 
Patten, the social services 
minister announced the .move 
yesterday. 

The new right- ■’ to - be 

known as custodianship — will 
be a half-way house between 
fostering and adoption but will 
,give foster parents most of the 
-rights enjoyed by natural 
parents. 

The changes were originally' 
granted by Dr David Owen 
when he was Labour health 
minister' In 1975 but have not" 
been implemented. . 

- They will ' make it much eas- 
ier for foster parents who have 
looked after children for more 
than three years and for step- 
parents to assume full respon- 
sibility for their children. 

The powers which step-par- 
ents and faster parents will 
gain include choosing a child’s 
school, obtaining medical treat- 
ment, and opening bank and 


post office accounts. In the 
case of foster children these 
powers are held by social 
services. 

The new custodianship rules 
wili not take away the right of 
natural parents to see their 
children which would be lost 
if an adoption order were 
granted. Custodianship will 
also curb the role of social 
services departments in long- 
term fostering, since the faster 
parents will be able to assume 
powers now held by the 
department. 

Application for a custodian- 
ship order will be simple—- 
with magistrates and county 
courts expected to hear most 
of the cases. 

Mr Tony Hall, director of 
the British Agencies for Adop- 
tion and Fostering, said yester- 
day : “ We welcomed the 

change although we view thfe 
future with some trepidation 
as it is not clear whether one 
effect of the new law will be 
to reduce the number of adop- 
tions because courts might pre- 
fer to grant custodianship 
orders.”

! She was granted permission 
to stay in the United States 
but relations with her daugh- 
ter-in-law broke down. “She 
packed her belongings, took 
' her to a New York airport and 
put her on a plane for Loudon.” 
said the judge. 

Mrs Jackson was taken in by 
her daughter. Mrs Pat Song, of 
Brixham Walk, Longsight. but 
immigration officers, after ad- 
mitting her on the ground of 
hardship, refused her permis- 
sion to remain. 

The officials had been right 
to refuse her the right to stay 
in Britain because she had not 
received the correct entry 
clearance papers before coming 
to this country. "This is a 
very hard case,” said the 
judge. 


'Fertility 
clinics’ 
may open

The report by Ms Isabel 
Allen of the independent 
Policy Studies Institute, 
found that nearly SO;., ppr 
cent of Women and 87 per 
cent of men said" that they 
'.had half enough or ton- much 
' counselling ' on their decision 
to be sterilised. 

-The report also discovered 
that young women were 
nfLcn treated in a patronis- 
ing way by doctors^ particu- 
larly Junior hospital staff. 

Ms Allen said that the 
report could offer savings to 
ministers' by catting out 
unnecesssarv counselling for 
mast pbenle who had already 
made cn~ their minds after 
discussing the matter with, 
dose friends and relatives. 

Instead, she thought that 
the money could be redi- 
rected to opening a number 
of pilot fertility clinics 
where facilities and counsel- 
ling services could he made 
available to the groups most 
In need. 

These included people 
under the age of 20. single 
parents, women over the age 
of 35 seeking abortions, and 
divorced, separated or wid- 
owed women. 

The clinics would also pro- 
ride free, well-advertised in- 
stant pregnancy testing. Lack 
of pregnancy testing facili- 
ties was still the major 
reason for delays in perform- 
ing abortions. 

One young woman who 
found consultants and doc- 
tors patronising said : “ He 
tried lo make me f?e! like a 
six-year-old." Another said 
she was asked : “ Would you 
rather do hairdressing or 
have a baby ? Your mum 
could look after it.” 

Others resented being sent 
to see a medical social work- 
ers breause they fell it was 
none of their business.

Hancock, who denies mur- 
der. said, he intended the block 
to land on the road near the 
taxi to frighten the working 
miner, Mr David Williams. 
Hancock wept as ' he toid the 
courts: "I didn’t know him at 
all. I didn't want to hurt him. 

I have never hurt a fly in xny- 
llfe" 

The jury heard that two 
-other miners, ' Russell 
Shaukland. aged 21, and 
Anthonv Williams, aged 2G, 
both of Rhymney, mid-Glamor- 
gan, went to Hancock's house 
near the bridge shortly before 
dawn on November 30 last 
year.

Lift-off Is 
due in July from the Kennedy 
space centre at Cape Canav- 
eral. Florida. 

The flight, which will carry 
13 experiments, is the first to 


make use of the entire payload 
bay of the orbiter for . scien- 
tific research. Unless some- 
thing goes wrong the payload 
specialists — the scientific as- 
tronauts — will not enter the 
bay. At a press briefing at the 
Rutherlord-Appleton laboratory 
(RAL) near Harwell yesterday 
it was estimated that the costs 
being borne by the US space 
.agency, Nasa for the flight 
amount to about S300 million. 

Dr Geoffrey Manning, direc- 
tor of RALr emphasised that

A call for the resignation of 
the leaders of the SDP/Liberal 
Alliance and the Labour Party 
from the National Council for 
Civil Liberties was made dur- 
ing a Commons debate on civil 
rights yesterday. 

Mr Richard Ottawav (C. Not- 
tingham N) said the 1.500 sig- 
natories to the 1984 Charter 
on Civil Rights, which was de- 
si g*ed to widen the NCCL base 
of support should resign since 
the civil rights body now had 
a “lop-sided approach” after 
the decisions made at its last 
annual general meeting. 

He said he could not agree 
with the leaders of the Alli- 
ance that there was a prospect 
of reform from within since, 
on his resignation, Mr Larry 
Gostin. the former NCCL gen- 
eral secretary, had said that 
there was little prospect of in- 
ternal reform. 

At the heart of the dispute 
lay fee NCCL’s attitude 
towards the miners' strike, and. 
whether working miners had 
the same fundamental rights 
as striking miners. Mr Ottawa? 
said that the people who now 
controlled the NCCL believed 
that power, through the right 
to strike, was more important 
than the right not to strike. 
•• This I cannot accept,” he 
said. 

Mr Ottaway also called for 
the European convention on 
Human Rights to he incorpo- 
rated into British, law. 

He said that such a move 
would not only have protected 
the freedom to associate for 
working miners, but there was 
also a general feeling that 
Kent miners would have had a 
good case to make at the Euro- 
pean Court against police who 
set up road blocks at the Dart- 
mouth tunnel during the 
strike.

released from police custody. 

Timed to coincide with Mr 
Radifscla's funeral, their 
tribute will come in the 
form of a stay-away for the 
whole day, as urged by the 
Federation of South African 
Trade Unions, or a two-hour 
work stoppage, as called for 
by the Council of Unions of 
South Africa. 

The dead trade unionist 
will be buried in the East 
Rand township of Tsakane. 
The East Rand, appropri- 
ately, is an area where trade 
unionism is strong. 

Mr Raditsela was an execu- 
tive member of Fosatu, 
which may account far its 
decision to press for a full 
day’s stay-away rather than 
to accept the original Cnsa- 
announced call for a two- 
hour work-stoppage.

At 35 and after 15 years of marriage and four children, Catherine Mitchell left home to live as a lesbian. Ronit Lentin reports 

How the daily lie gave way to a lonely life of truth

CATHERINE MITCHELL is a 
reluctant lesbian. Her story 
is one of someone who has 
struggled constantly to come 
to terms with her sexuality 
and even after leaving her 
comfortable home and. mar- 
riage — to live the life of a 
lesbian rather than the lie — 
she still has great doubts. 

Eighteen months ago, after 
ten years of sneaking from 
home to the comfort of les- 
bian disco, Catherine sum- 
moned the courage to leave 
husband and home. 

"Being lesbian was a gradu- 
al realisation.” she said. 
“When it started to occur to 

me I may be lesbian it was 
frightening. For a long period 
my husband and I even joked 
about it. but it kept surfacing, 
causing me great pain.” 

At first Catherine had other 

E roblems. She married at 20. 

aving become pregnant in 
her second year at university. 
“It wasn't that I didn't want to 
get married, but I was 
exchanging the crumbling 
stability of home with the

Mrs 
Hercus is seen by some to be 
Prime Minister material. 

Like Thatcher she has a hus- 
band (principal of a polytech- 
nic), two children (sons), and 
two degrees. Like Thatcher 
one degree was in law. Hercus 
also graduated in English. She 
is something of an authority on 
Jane Austen and George Eliot. 

“I barely remember politics 
being discussed when I was a 
child,” she says. “Involvement 
came only with university, and 
commitment was later still. I 
didn't join the Labour Party 
till I was 27." 

N ine years later she became 
an MP, but was held up on the 
day her first victory was 
announced because her son 
wanted help with an essay on 
Hamlet. Last July, David 
Lange, sophisticated icono- 
clast Prime Minister, aston- 
ished her— or so she says— by 
asking her to take on the police 
portfolio as well as social wel- 
fare and women. She is now 43. 

“1 determined on a 
political course when I was 
organising play-centres just 
outside Wellington. I kept 
coming up against Govern- 
ment policy which got in the 
way of funding. When I was 
running the Christchurch 


false stability of marriage. 
Then she had four children. 
“I liked having children and 
was a thorough mother. I still 
am, but at the beginning I 
was doing a lot of growing up 
alongside the children.” 

At the beginning of her 
marriage she suffered from 
severe depression and recur- 
ring suicide attempts. “There 
was always an inequality 
about my marriage. My hus- 
band was always coping 
while I was always on the 
verge of throwing myself out- 
side the bedroom window. By 
the time the relationship 
became more equal, I had 
discovered, or rather 
decided, that Td better stop 

waiting around for a certifi- 
cate confirming me as a 
lesbian and come out” 

Her apparent frailty belies 
the great strength it took to 
make the decision to leave 
home. Having had a nice hus- 
band made it harder. “It 
makes me feel I am looking 
for trouble, choosing unhap- 
piness and loneliness.” 


Five years ago Catherine 
had a good relationship with 
a woman who also had chil- 
dren and lived at home with a 
“nice” husband, but the rela- 
tionship did not last When 
she told her mother she was 
leaving home, her mother’s 
reaction was iypicaL “She 
said 1 was crazy to leave such 
a lovely man and opt for lone- 
liness. She doesn't know why 
I left but she may suspect: 
she asked whether 1 had gone 
off men altogether." 

The sad thing is that life as 
a member of the lesbian com- 
munity does not appeal to 
Catherine MitchelL "Dislik- 
ing them is almost like dislik- 
ing myself,” she says. "I know 
I will nave to work on it, but I 
am very unsatisfied with the 
terrible loneliness lesbLans 
suffer and with the difficul- 
ties women have living 
together, not only emotional- 
ly but also from the point of 
view of money and housing. 

“There is no support for 
lesbians. We cannot even 
walk down the street arm in 



arm. People recognise us for 
what we are and never smile 
on us the way they smile on 
married couples. Even these 
small comforts are denied us. 
Lesbians are totally 
invisible.” 

She is concerned about the 
fleeting nature of lesbian re- 
lationships: “Relationships 
don't last because being a 
lesbian is so Insecure, so dif- 
ficult With other lesbians 
there is always the danger of 
game playing, of frying out 
someone else for the night” 

She would like to see lesbi- 
ans being really good to each 
other, really aware of each 
other's needs not merely 
dancing cheek to cheek. 
“There is an air of despera- 
tion about the lesbian com- 
munity," she says. “Some les- 
bian couples I know are 
under terrible stress — and 
they are the honest ones. 
Others don't even admit the 
strains.” 

Catherine’s husband, like 
so many husbands of married 
lesbians who come out did 




not take her sexuality seri- 
ously. “He always made out 
that he was willing to live 
with me, knowing X was lesbi- 
an. But living with him would 
have meant foil sexual rela- 
tions and I couldn't agrees He 
thought lesbianism was only 
another of my notions." In 
moments of despair, Cather- 
ine can imagine going back to 
live with her husband, 
“because I am so used to him, 
because he looked after me 
for such a long time and 
because we had good times 
together.” 

Although he had originally 
said he didn't mind about her 
involvement with other 
women (“being involved with 
another man would have 
been much worse”), he ended 
up finding it very threaten- 
ing. “He knew he could not 
begin to compete. He could 
not hope to win me back by 
the same methods as before.” 

Over the last few years 
Catherine Mitchell has estab- 
lished herself at work and 
life seems a more stable 
base. She has told one person

at work but otherwise she 
keeps her sexuality to 

herseLE 

This interview was the first 
time Catherine spoke of com- 
ing out “I still feel very 
shaky," she says. “My irratio- 
nal rear is that I would lose 
the children. My husband and 
X have joint custody and I 
believe ne is genuine about 
it but I am afraid that if they 
found out they'd reject me. 
We are a very comfortably 
middle-class family and 
being lesbian is definitely 
’beyond the pale. Apart from 
this, what woman is going to 
be able to fit into my life with 
the four of them around?” 

“It’s impossible for lesbi- 
ans not to live In the clouds.” 
Catherine says. She spent ten 
years dreaming how wonder- 
ful it would be to have a rela- 
tionship with a woman, but so 
far, all her relationships 
have been short lived. 

She doesn't see herself fit- 
ting into the lesbian stereo- 
type: “I didn't fit into the het- 
erosexual wife stereotype. I

branch of the Society for 
Research on Women. I kept 
hearing people say: 'Does the 
Government take any notice.'

I READ Lisa Spry-Leverton's 
article. This is no way to treat 
a victim (May 2) on the 
London underground en route 
to a meeting at the DHSS in 
South-east London. Within 
four minutes of tucking the 
Guardian into my brief case. I 
also was the victim of a 
violent assault In this case, 
the good looking young man 
wanted my money. When 1 
look the opposite view, our 
physical disagreement left 
me dirty, bleeding, bruised — 
and penniless, ten miles from 
home. 

I have no complaints about 
Ihe kindness of passers-by, 
the people I was meeting at 
the DHSS. the police. But 
like Lisa Sprv-Leverton, I 
realised the enormous pri- 
vate pain and suffering in 
being robbed in this way. I 
felt loss of face at being a 
victim. 1 was street-wise, 
canny — so I thought 1 know I 


will look over my shoulder, 
shrink at any sudden contact 
for years to come. 

But I also think, in retro- 
spect things can be done. 
Why has nobody produced a 
simple leaflet lo be available 
in every police station, out- 
patients’ department citizens 
advice bureau or indeed any 

S lace to which people come in 
istress or for information on 
what to do if you have been 
attacked and robbed? 

Simple information doesn't 
heal cuts or replace your lost 
confidence, but it does make 
life easier when a bump on 
the head makes any decision 
confusing Equally most vic- 
tims need some information 
on their likely feelings alter 
an attack. 

My Danish au pair showed 
me exactly what I should have 
done right at the first disas- 
trous encounter. Bui she, like 
most of her peers, studied 
self-defence in school. 
Perhaps we should recognise 
the hazards and put martial 
arts (or at least creative 


defence) much higher ou the 
curriculum.

institutional walls. 

Mailer and others got -Abbott paroled and 
he was brought to a halfway-house in the 
Bowery- Then on July 18, 1981- Abbott add 

■ some friends went to a restaurant in New 
York’s lower East Side. Abbott got into -a 
fight with a 22 -year-old actor-playwright, 
Richard Adan, who was working as a waiter 
and -killed him with a knife. Abbott is now 
back inside a maximum security prison in 
Marion; Illinois, serving a 15-yearsto-life sen-, 
tence for manslaughter.

no opinions. _ 

“And the juror told me there were amaz- 
ing seenes Where they all stripped off and 
paraded around in A dan’s -bloodstained tee- 
shirt- trying to work out. how the murder 
happened. But in the end I cut all this ma- 
terial. What I’ve tried to do is draw the au- 
dience emotionally into Abbott’s story and 
then, allow them to poll back and analyse 
.what they have- felt". ... 

. Falls strenuously denies the charge (made 
in one Chicago magazine ) .that the produc- 
tion espouses Abbott's own belief that he 
bad no Choice in his actions. He claims the 
.piece is neither saying Poor Jack Abbott ’’ ■ 
nor indulging in Olympian judgments. He 
calls -it “a meditation on the nature of 
violence” . and.' .an ' attempt to 'raise 
consciousness. 


“ Peoplei n America refuse to acknowledge 
there is a penal system that doesn’t work. 
It’s simply somewhere we take animals off 
the street and throw them out of view 
which is very typical 1 was a Chicago stu- 
dent m 1968 and I remember the way Mayor 
Daley boarded up all the slums for the 
Democratic Convention so that delegates 
would drive down the street unaware of 
their existence. In the same way people 
don’t mind the stink of our prisons : the 
fact that they are inadequate, overcrowded, 
underfunded and producing more criminals 
than they deter. 

" The play has done a lot. I hope, to open 
people’s eyes ; and that’s why I*m excited to 
be going to Washington where we're going 
to make an effort to get senators and con- 
gressmen to see it. Sometime ago a group 
of politicians went to New Mexico — which 
has one of the worst prison systems in the 
States — and spent two nights in the cells. 
They were -horrified at the sounds, the 
smells and the sights and came out so shat- 
tered they said we must build new gaols. If 
the play has an emotional impact' it may 
change attitudes. I wouldn't do theatre un- 
less 1 thought it could change people in 
some way." 

Falls describes the play as an attempt to 
interpret a foreign culture and to' penetrate 
the mystery of Abbott who combines the 
ability to study, analyse and write with the 
emotional .life of a six-year-old. 

. He -also tells a chilling story of Mailer's 
first meeting with Abbott: Mailer instinc- 


tively embraced him but Abbott went com- 
pletely stiff never in 20 years having had 
physical contact with another human being 
except through violence. But not only did 
Falls steep himself in the Abbott story : his 
lead actor William Petersen (about to be- 
come a movie-star with Friedkin's To Live 
And Die In LA) went to even greater 
lengths in the cause of total immersion. 

“Bill," says Falls laughingly, “is very De 
Niroesque. I 'call him a cowboy actor be- 
cause the more pain he feels physically 
when performing the piece the better he 
feels it’s gone. But he did do a lot of 
intense research. He lost about ISlb for the 
role. And he locked himself inside a closet 
for 20 hours spending ten bours with the 
light-bulb on but just out of reach, and 
another ten in total darkness. He’s very 
embarrassed about the way this is held up 
zi an example of self-punishment since. Ab- 
bott himself spent virtually two years in 
darkness. But this sort of jramersion, even 
including working with a speech-therapist to 
get tbe Abbott stutter right, generally yields 
Die best performance/’ 

This Methodical intensity is for me a 
symptom of the crucial difference between 
American and British approaches to theatre. 
And Falls backs it up with an unnerving 
story of how he. as a director, calculatedly 
attacked and abused an actress playing 
Blanche Dubois in order to get her to reveal 
the character's vulnerability.

WHAT'S so special about 
Romanians ? Three of our 
leading opera companies 
have productions by Andrei 
Serban. The Welsh National 
Opera last week' revealed 
that next season two of their 
five new shows will be pro- 
duced by Liviu. Ciulei, the 
expatriate Romanian now 
running the Guthrie Theatre 
in Minneapolis. And tonight 
the Welsh unveil the follow- 
up to Lucian Pintilie's ex- 
traordinary WNO .Carmen : a 
new Rigoletto that seems 
certain to provoke another * 
bout of rage about producers 
interfering with betoveti war- 
horses. ■ 

Pintiiie. 52 this year, is 
■1 scarcely an enfant terrible. 
At present he lives in France 
(with the leading Romanian 
actress = daodSe- Bertholla, 
Ciu lei’s ex-wife who is some 
years his senior). He has 
made four films, one in Yu- 
goslavia, but his last has not 
yet been- released in: Roma- 
nia. Howevefc M 'hbsjjust got 
approval • tor him 
project, based on a Chekhov 
story., which' means he'll be 
working ip Romania again 
later this year. 

Romanian cinema had a. 
brief period of international 
fame in the Sixties, when 
the country managed to be a. 
kind of . bridge between east 
and west. Pintilie’s first film. 
Sunday Six O’Clock, won 
nine international prizes, and 
Ciulei was best director at 
Cannes one year. Pintiiie 
trained in the film and 
theatre department of the 
Bucharest' Institute of Art, 
which' also produced Serban, 
and went straight into televi- 
sion at 21. The diet then was 
exclusively Soviet classic 
films, and in the theatre the 
reigning ■ influence was also 
Soviet — . a sturdy naturalism 
with some great actors and 
realistic directors. 

Then the Russians stopped 
coming, add suddenly all the 
visitors were Western : 
Strehler. Peter Brook. 
Planchon and many others 
turned up in the later Six- 
ties. “It was a blitz of in- 
formation,” Pintiiie says, 
“and it was answered by an 
explosion of young talent in 
the Romanian theatre who 
all found their feet at the 
« same . time." Scofield saw 
Pintilie’s wife as Rosalind in 
As You Like It and when 
Pintiiie came to London 
three years later under, a 
cultural exchange programme 
he found • Scofield still 
remembered her 

performance. 

It was that production, by. 
Ciulei. that made tbe break 
with naturalism. “ I don’t be- 
lieve in teachers,” says 
Pintiiie. “You teach your- 
self. But CiTeK was toe first 
to introduce a. new theatrical ■ 
language. I am both . more - 
realist .and more fantastical 
than he. But it was he who; 
made the break with the 
past ways.** 

The liberalism of the Six- 
ties did not last. In 1972 
Pintiiie- did a production of 
Gogol's The Government In- - 
. spector . which led to a con- 
P frontation with the authori- 
ties. He was asked to make 
certain’ changes. He refused. 
He went on hunger strike. 
There had been three perfor- 
mances of the production. It 
was fantastic,” he says, the 
first hunger strike in Roma- 
nia. Normally I suppose one 
should do it in 
went home and adnT eat for 
five hours, and the Central 
Committee of the Party met, 
and the j^rrornunre wont 
ahead that night without 
modification.

Both' are 
prime elements, though, to 
Rigoletto* drawn - from -Victor 
Hugo .by Verdf. pintilie’s 
Rigoletto will be a' travelling 
star, with San Francisco 
stickers on : his ^theatrical 
trunk. But when he makes 
up he turns into the entirely 
traditional Image of the 
hunchback jester. • 

In Hugo,. Pintiiie recalls,

.EVEN before' he was in- 
dicted. there were T-shirts on 
the New - York • streets 
^emblazoned Acquit Bernhard 
Goetz, or Goetz Fobr; Crooks 
Zero, and within weeks 
there were instant books and 
an -instant music video with- a 
limp but explicit lyric : 
“He’s the subway vigilante. 
He's tired of being had. 
Don’t bother with him, 
brother. He’ll get you if 
you’re bad.” 

* Goetz became an instant 
American folk hero last De- 
cember when he shot four 
youths who approached • him 
in a subway carriage and 
asked -him, • the story goes, 
first for. a light, then for 85. 
He then disappeared for 10 
days during which the' only 
image the great American 
public had of .him was sup- 
plied by every account of the 
incident, likening. him to the 
Charles Bronson of the film 
Death Wish. When he gave 
himself up on New Year’s 
Eve, he was not one bit like 
Charles Bronson; more like 
a Woody Allen who had 
been through a wringer and 
lost his jokes. . 

- He also soon lost some of 
his heroic ■ aura. It turned 
out two of the youths had 
been shot in the back, and 
new eye .. witness evidence, 
and a series of statements by 
Goetz to the police made it 
seem he had not acted in 
quite the mood of angry self- 
defence against threatened 
assault, as everyone had 
assumed. 

In a police tape recording, 
he admits seeing one of tbe 
shot youths slumped on a 
seat: “I said, ‘You seem to 
be doing all right, here’s an- 
other ’/’ And shot him a 
second time : this" youth is 
still : In hospital, critically 
wounded and paralysed for 
life. The youths hadn’t even 
taken the screwdrivers — 
their only weapons — out of 
their pockets. 

The image of Goetz began 
to change, from a threatened 
man with tbe guts to fight 
back, to something . like a 
man who — having been 
mugged before — had 
planned cold bloodedly to 
take his revenge on a city 
that had, in his own eyes, 
turned him ■' into- a 
monster : “I knew in my 
•heart I was a murderer.” Let 
off at first with a risible 
indictment for illegal posses- 
sion of arms, he now frees 
attempted murder charges. 

Tbe police tape recordings 
we beard in Deadly. Force 
(BBC-1). Panorama’s investi- 
gation of the Goetz case, and 
Die- whole phenomenon of 
the white vigilante move- 
ment to which it gave such a 
shot of adrenalin, would 
never have been available to 
a television team in Britain. 
Don’t ask me whether they 
should have, been available 
in "the US: uB you -can -be 
sure of is - that it was the 
media that first made. Goetz 
a hero ; and that it was this 
kind of material available to 
the media later that put his 
actions in some kind of 
perspective. 

Tom Mangold's report did 
that admirably, with hair- 
raising, sequences on related 
themes; like the highly orga- 
nised white vigilante group 
in Newark. It was the first 
Panorama: shot professionally 
with portable electronic cam- 
eras, and the quality of the 
material videotaped in the 
dim subway and various dun- 
geons of the New York 
police department - was way 
above par.

IT'S difficult to convey to • 
anyone outside Glasgow the 
peculiar status' in the city's 
life of a figure like Benny . 
Lynch, the boxer. He was a 
working class hero who 
seemed, for a couple of brief 
years in the 1930s. to carry 
on - his shoulders the whole 
weight' of the frustrated 
hopes and aspirations of the 
Scottish people. - 
JPeter .Amott’s' The Boxer 
Benny Lynch — showing at 
the . Glasgow .Arts Centre 
throughout Mayfest .in a . 

shoestring production partly 
financed by the Scottish 
Health Education Group — 
is by no means the first at- 


tempt to dramatise Lynch’s 
tragic story : Bill Bryden 
made a more florid and pres- 
tigious stab at it in Edin- 
burgh a dozen years ago. But 
it seemed to me an extraor- 
dinarily spare, intelligent 
and effective account of the 
life, acted with admirable 
understanding and discipline 
by a scratch company of 
Scottish professionals. 

* Arnott’s treatment of the 
story is episodic, but never 
— in this fluent and well 
made production by Lloyd 
Quinan — jerky, superficial 
or un theatrical ; the scenes 
flow eloquently into one -an- 
other. beginning with a 
flashback from the days of 


Lynch's alcoholic decline, 
highlighting the key mo- 
ments of decision in his 
career, circling around his 
increasingly hopeless battle 
with the bottle, cleverly illu- 
minating the pressures be- 
hind his dependence on it 
.The writing, even in the 
disappointingly undramatic 
closing scenes when Lynch 
slips out of the action and . 
the other characters recount 
his decline in monologue, is 
taut, funny, and astonish- 
ingly free of cliches. If some 
of the background acting 
occasionally slides towards 
caricature, there are ample 
compensations in the perfor- 
mances of Leonard O’Malley 


as Lynch and Jake d’Arcy 
as his trainer, and of Hugh 
Loughran and John Ramage 
in a variety of supporting 
roles. 

On the evidence of this 
play, Arnott is one of those 
rare writers with the wit to 
choose his standpoint, tell 
his story, and then let it 
speak for itself. Using a 
simple format, minimal 
resources, and a health edu- 
cation brief that could easily 
have been a handicap, he 
comes very close to the 
heart of one of the most poi- 
gnant and nationally signifi- 
cant stories in Scottish popu- 
lar culture.

The Sleeping 
Beauty 

THERE is much in Peter 
Wright’s version of Sleeping 
Beauty that I admire : tbe 
serious treatment of 
Cantalabutte (in David 
Morse’s anxious reading) ;

accident of court life ; the 
new choreography for the 
garland dance for six pretty 
girls and bounding boys ; the 
lovely, painterly depiction of 
the hunting scene with its 
formal * dances ; and the 
whole magic sequence of the 
journey to the castle.

Tennstedt 

IT IS strange that Janacek’s 
Glagolitic Mass, one of the 
earthiest of choral works, 
should have so attracted the 
most refined of German con- 
ductors. Tcd years or so ago 
it was Rudolf Kempe with the 
RPO who both conducted it in 
concert and recorded it, and 
now just as unexpectedly 
Klaus Tennstedt chose it for 
fais latest concert with the 
London Philharmonic 
Orchestra. 

But where Kempe’s refin- 
ing process prevented tbe 
piece from having quite the 


bite it needs, Tennstedt’s 
approach brought a develop- 
ment in brute power as the 
piece progressed. If the 
orchestral introduction 
seemed suspiciously gentle 
with rhythms and phrases 
nicely moulded, the entry of 
the chorus — the London 
Philharmonic Choir — pro- 
vided the key. Tennstedt had 
ensured that, instead of 
Latin, the original language 
which Inspired Janacek, Old 
Slavonic, was used. 

Whether or not it was 
Tennstedt’s influence- Beet- 
hoven's Third Piano Con- 
certo found the soloist, Radu 
Lupu, taking a strikingly diffr 
erent view of the piece than 
on either of his recordings- 
His natural poetry remained, 
but with speeds faster than 
usual in the outer move- 
ments, his playing sparkled.

THOSE who know Colin 
McCabe only as the structur- 
alist storm in a Cambridge 
teacup may be surprised at 
yesterday's announcement, in 
Cannes, that he has been ap- 
pointed hi-ad of production 
at the British Film Institute. 

McCabe (3d) is. however, 
an expert on French cinema, 
author of a book on Jean- 
Luc Godard, a member of 
the Institute's board for sev- 
eral years, has been a promi- 
nent contributor to Screen 
and has broadcast cn the cin- 
ema for BBC Radio. 

He left Cambridge in 1931 
after being refused a full 
time teaching post and went 
to Strathclyde University' 
where he was given a free 
hand in the University's Eng- 
lish department to promote' 
his ideas on the teaching of 
English in a post-graduate 
course on literary linguistics. 

\V h i I e at Strathclyde. 
McCabe set up and became 
the first director of the 
Logie . Baird Centre for 
research into television and 
film. 

His move to the BFI may 
have something to do with 
his own pessimism about tbe 
future of higher education in 
Britain. “I don’t know/’ lie 
said, “.if you can have an 
advanced industrial society 
without higher education but 
if things carry on as they 
are going in this country we 
should find out in ten years' 
time.” 

McCabe has, however, 
found his slay in Strathclyde 
fruitful from a literary point 
of view. "I came up will] a 
certain amount of interest in 
the Scottish renaissance but . 
very little other knowledge. 
I’ve become increasingly in- 
terested in contemporary 
Scottish writing, writing of 
which I was completely un- 
aware.

Before 'Bradford City’s wooden stand 
went up in flames on Saturday, It was 
possible to argue that the biggest and most 
urgent problem facing football crowds was 
the problem of hooliganism. It has indeed 
been a terrible year for soccer violence. 
Games involving particular notorious clubs, 
such .as Leeds, Chelsea and Millwall have 
been consistently threatened. This hooligan- 
ism reached a horrible climax at Birming- 
ham on Saturday, when Leeds, yet again, 
were the visitors. A young man from 
Northampton, attending his first ever 
match, was killed when a wall at St An- 
drews collapsed and, as the Home Secretary 
reported to the Commons yesterday. 125 
arrests were made, 96 police officers 
required medical attention and 80 spectators 
were also treated. An element of moral 
panic there may be. but crowd violence at : 
football matches has reached intolerable 
levels by any decent standards. 

Over the years, however, there have 
been many sincere attempts to deal with - 
such violent behaviour. Yet no one can say - 
with any confidence that they have been !; 
the right solutions. Yesterday, Mr Leon \ 
Brittan appointed Mr Justice Popplewell to ;• 
try again, by referring to him the events at ? 
Birmingham on Saturday. Perhaps the $/ 
judge will succeed where others have failed. ' 
But the persistent intractability of the hoo- \ 
liganism issue, awful though it is, suggests 
that the Popplewell inquiry will have to 
search long and hard for new and effective ’ 
answers. That is why it was a mistake for .'• 
the Home Secretary to elide the Binning- . 
ham events and the Bradford disaster into *: 
one inquiry in his announcement yesterday. 
The appalling fire at Bradford has trans- ;■ 
formed public awareness of an entirely dis- 
tinct issue from hooliganism, namely the 
ghastly lack of safety for spectators packed 
into combustible grandstands without 
proper means of escape in emergencies. 
There is already an alarming amount of . 
evidence that Valley Parade was not alone 


in allowing large crowds to congregate in a 
tinder-box. At least 10 other football league 
grounds, and a host of other sporting ven- 
ues are vulnerable to the inconceivable hor- 
ror which struck. Bradford oh Saturday. 

For feat reason,-' Mr Brittan' was abso- 
lutely right to 'announce a full - inquiry into 
the facts and the. general lessons, of ' the 
Bradford fire. -But this inquiry- Itself will be 
a considerable task for Mr Justice 
Popplewell and his team. In the first place, 
there is a mass of evidence to assemble. 
.More than that, there is a real urgency for 
the inquiry to identify other grandstands 
and grounds where equivalent danger lurks. 
This is true for the summer sports which 
are now getting under way. But the start of 
the next football season is only three 
months away. too. And, with the designa- 
tion of English lower league grounds under 
the safety licensing legislation announced 
by the Home Secretary yesterday, these 
clubs face real and immedia te problems of 
advice and money if they are to be able to 
open their gates to the public in August Of 
course, this aspect of the Popplewell in- 
quiry - will have to examine the related 
issues of crowd safety and crowd control — 
and this will have implications and connec- 
tions for a strategy to deal with crowd 
violence. But the immediate task must be 
to lay down the ground rules and to supply 
the money to make the stadiums safe for 
spectators. That is quite enough for one 
inquiry to be going on with: It looks very 
much at this stage as though Mr Brittan 
has combined the two issues to protect the 
Prime Minister's political amour propre. By 
all means let the inquiry examine hooligan- 
ism in due course. But first things should 
come first And the shattering events at 
Valley Parade are the priority. 

No comfort 
for Kohl 

The result of Sunday's election of a 
new parliament in North Rhine-Westphalia, 
West Germany’s largest federal state with a 
third of the national electorate, is the worst 
political, setback for the Chancellor. Dr 
KohL since he came to power in Bonn late 
In 1982.

By not only 
hanging, on to their absolute majority in 
..the state but also increasing their share of 
-the total vote by nearly 4 per cent the 
Social Democrats (SPD), who are in opposi- 
tion at federal level in Bonn, can claim a 
' resounding triumph in the most important 
poll between federal elections. 

The campaigns fought by the two big 
parties could hardly have been more differ- 
ent The SPD focused overwhelmingly on 
the personality of their state prime minister 
for foe past seven years, Mr Johannes Rail, 
who is therefore extremely well placed now 
to move to centre-stage in federal politics. 
The CDU tried to cash in on their federal 
predominance and the associated bonus of 
holding the chancellorship, which entailed 
. undue attention to national and neglect of 
local issues. Dr Kohl beamed from as many 
hoardings across the state as did Dr Bern- 
hard Worms, the unfort unate CDU candi- 
date for the premiership, but they were not 
depicted together. This was no accident Dr 
Kohl imposed Dr Worms on the local party 
at the expense of at least one other much 
stronger candidate and simultaneously, dis- 
tanced himself from his nnminei*' in.-. case' 
things went wrong. At the same time the 
CDIFs attempt to blame relatively high 
local unemployment on the SPD state gov- 
ernment backfired, as the Chancellor was 
the first to admit Clearly many CDU voters 
succumbed to defeatism and stayed at home 
while a significant number of others trans- 
ferred their allegiance. The CDU dug its 
own grave, and the SPD was only too 
pleased to complete the obsequies. 

The Liberal FDP will be hugely relieved 
to get back into the state parliament with 
6.4 per cent of the total voter At -the last 
election in 1980 it narrowly foiled to get the 
minimum five per emit necessary for entry.

Is the price of nuclear power worth paying ? 


Sir. — The privatisation of 
British Gas is not “ daft " as 
suggested in your Leader 
(May 8) ; it is corrupt. 

The handing over to pri- 
vate interests for private 
profit of a raw material of 
incalculable value — ■ billions 
upon billions of pounds — is 
corruption on a scale not 
seen in this country since 
the 18th century. It is a gro- 
tesque abuse of democratic 
power to enrich a minority 
of the people at the expense 
of all the rest. 

It is cynical dishonesty to 
pretend that this is an exer- 
cise in property sharing open 
to everyone — how many of 
the nine million pensioners, 
one and a half million one- 
parent families, four million 
folk on supplementary bene- 
fit, 10 million low paid work- 
ers will bp able to buy 
shares in British Gas. 

Even if, peradventurc, 
some two million citizens 
end up '■owning” a stake in 
British Gas that will leave 53 
million who from then on 
will be helping to line the 
pockets of the favoured few 
— and those few will not be 
the poorest of the poor. 

In fact most of them will 
almost certainly be the po- 
litical supporters of the Ton- 
party with a fat bribe in 
their pockets to persuade 
them, come hell and high 
water (and five million un- 
employed), to back Thatcher 
to the limit. 

The public swindle of the 
sales of Amersham, Aero- 
space. Telecom, were evil in 
themselves but those busi- 
nesses were man-made ; natu- 
ral gas is a resource made 
by no man and belongs to 
the people, all the people, 
like any other.

Sir. — Just how gullible 
does the National Radiation 
Protection Board think the 
general public is? Anthony 
Tucker reports (May 9) that 
they admit the house dust 
near Sellafield contains 6,000 
times the plutonium in 
Oxfordshire and Berkshire. 
Yet they still maintain there 
is “ no cause for alarm.’* 
They still make comparisons 
with a “ natural back- 
ground.” when, surely, most 
people now know that any 
plutonium — a man-made 
element — is unnatural. 

One wonders where the 
plutonium comes from in 
Oxfordshire and Berkshire — 
Aldermaston and Burghfield, 
I suppose, plus a bit from 
the old atmospheric bomb 
testing. 

Breathing and swallowing 
plutonium particles must 
clearly be connected with 


cases of leukemia — pluto- 
nium follows strontium and 
calcium into the bones and 
radiates the . marrow. The 
fact that all the hot-spots for 
leukemia do not occur near 
nuclear facilities would 
indicate that radioactive parti- 
cles emited accidentally or 
on purpose can drift long 
distances in quite concen- 
trated form. When I lived in 
Vermont, there were rises in 
leukemia incidence that 
seemed to correlate with the 
Nevada/Utah bomb testing. 

What the authorities who 
are prolonging this clumsy 
cover-up really want to tell 
us is that the number of vic- 
tims will, still be small, and 
the sort of risk is on a par 
with the road accidents we 
are so accustomed to. which 
occur with a statistical cer- 
tainty as a result of our ob- 
session with speed. 


They really needn't be that 
Worried. I doubt if there'll 
be a mass emigration from 
the Sellafield area. People 
accept statistical risks with 
great equanimity — there 
■ are large populations on the 
fertile soils near active volca- 
noes and in earthquake 
zones. 

But It would be helpful if 
the nuclear authorities would 
stop the cover-up, would ad- 
mit the risk, and would- ask 
the public, through the Gov- 
ernment. to decide if the 
benefits from nuclear power 
and nuclear defence are 
wprth this small extra num- 
ber of casualties. 

To my mind, the risk of 
total extermination from a 
nuclear-based defence is far 
too high. And' I suspect we 
could carry on very well 
without the small contribu- 
tion to the national grid

— We are most disap- 
pointed that once again the 
concern and aspirations of 
Outdoor Pursuits and Infor- 
mal Countryside Recreation 
have been overlooked by the 
Minister of Sport in making 
appointments to the Sports 
Council (Guardian, May lOl. 

By far the biggest partici- 
patory group in sport and 
recreation are the outdoor 
pursuits, which are as varied 
as rambling, canoeing, bang 
gliding, caring, mountaineer- 
ing etc. One would have 
thought the membership of 
the Sports Council would 
have reflected this. 

At the prompting of the 
Ramblers' Association and 
rav council a question was 
asked recently in the House 
of Commons as to the 
national qualification of ex- 
perience which had occa- 


sioned the minister to ap- 
point the then existing 
24-member Sports CounciJMt 
was replete with swimmers, 
tennis players, soccer enthu- 
siasts. but had really only 
one person with real in 
depth experience in outdoor 
pursuits. 

Two recent surveys in this 
region (Manchester and Liv- 
erpool) have shown that 
when asked what activities 
they wish to pursue within 
sport and leisure, young 
people come out heavily in 
favour of outdoor pursuits. 

The British record of 
achievements in thrse activi- 
ties is remarkable — we 
have often been either the 
originators or given these 
pursuits their direction. The 
achievements never get much 
recognition, fo no one

Sir, — Your excellent 
report on soil erosion, and in 
particular, the situation in 
Somerset (May 9). fails only 
to put the problem in a po- 
litical context. Colbourne and 
Staines, as you note in pass- 
ing. work for the Soil Survey 
of England and Wales. This 
is the only government body' 
that is documenting erosion 
and attempting to assess its 
impact Thanks to this work, 
and some done in academic 
institutions, we now know 
that erosion in Britain is 
serious and increasing. We 
know also that its incidence 
is strongly correlated with 
the growing of wihter-sown 
cereals. We are subsidising 
farmers to the tune of £358 
million per year to grow 
these crops and we are 
spending £100 million per 
year on storing unwanted 
surolusses. 

Meanwhile, the Ministry of 
Agriculture refuses to take 
much interest in erosion. 
They, cannot claim ignorance 
since apart from Soil Survey - 
figures there will, by Sep- 
tember, have been three con- 
ferences in a ten-month 
period on erosion- in Britain. 

Government reaction ■ to 
the problem of erosion has 
consisted of announcing a 50 
per cent cut in support for 
the Soil Survey in 1986 

Soils are vital to our 
agricultural future and we 
need unbiased data such as 
that of Colbourne and 
Staines in order to fqrmulate 
soil conservation policies.

There were narrow ballot 
majorities in favour of other 
forms of disruptive action, 
but too narrow, the executive 
decided, to provide an unam- 
biguous mandate. Instead, 
members were asked to 
donate to the cost of a press 
advertising campaign to 
explain the teachers’ case. 
Better, the argument went, to 
use money that way than to 
give it to LEAs in pay deduc- 
tions, and more positive. 

Aiming at readers known in 
media circles as *B and Cl 
opinion formers’, we booked 
space in the Mail, Express 
and Telegraph, deliberately- 
choosing papers whose edito- 
rial lines are, if anything, 
anti-teacher. We advertised 
in the Guardian too, but more 
because its large teacher 
readership would see the 
advertisements and know 
that we were actually using 
the money they were sending 
in. We also took space in the 
Sunday Times, provincial 
newspapers in key pre-local 


government election areas, 
and a few specialist weeklies. 

The first' advertisement in 
the series dealt in a fairly 
straightforward and uncom- 
plicated way with salary 
comparisons. The salary of a 
reasonably typical 30 year 
old scale 1 teacher (and more 
than 60 per cent of teachers 
are on the bottom two Burn- 
ham -scales) was comi 


with the likely salary of a 27- 
year-old bank official, a 

S aduate employee of about 
e same age in a large, di- 
verse -publishing group, and 
an 18V2-year-ola member of 
the Metropolitan Police Our 
information eame from an in- 
dependent source and was 
cross-checked; where a salary 
range was suggested, we took 
the middle , figure. We had 
made it clear, in a tty. case,, 
that we did hot want the sala- 
ry of a spectacular high-flier 
or someone who would never 
get airborne; we were looking 
for average salaries of sound 
middle-managers, • 

The- teacher came out 
bottom of the stack, and our 
advertisement suggested with 
a coolness rare m the world 
of PR hype (or the trade 
union arena, come to that) 


that teachers' frustration was 
understandable, that the rea- 
sons for the pay-dispute were 
. self-evident, but that public 
understanding and support 
could remove its causes. 

When the advertisement 
appeared, public response 
.was large and immediate. 
That little of it was favoura- 
ble was hardly a surprise. 
Those who agree with a case, 
or are willing to think about 
it, or those who disagree but 
turn the page, do not reach 
for the telephone or pen and 
paper. We had known that 
already. What was surprising 
was the depth of hostility felt 
towards teachers by those 
stirred enough to contact us. 
If they are at all typical, their 
reactions need thinking 
about. Exaggerations of the 
norm' they may .be; but - ' what 
they said focuses sharply the 
nature of the prejudices 
teachers have to overcome if 
they are to win public 
sympathy. 

Without being at all dismis- 
sive, two groups of callers or 
letter writers heed little des- 
cription. The bitterness of 
the skilled or professional 
workers who have been made 
redundant in late middle age 


and have no real hope of ever . 
working again was even more 
powerful than we could have 
possibly forecast Their mes- 
sage was blunt and not easy 
to answer in terms they could 
have accepted: Be bloody 
grateful you’ve got a job at 
all. Pensioners, some with 
dimity, others with no digni- 
ty left to them, could not find . 
it easy to sympathise with a 
teacher who was. in their 
terms, positively wealthy: his 
greed tor more, they implied, 
was the root cause of their 
continuing poverty. There is 
no ready, simple answer to 
that consoling, emotive 
equation. 

Letters from the redundant 
or pensioners were relatively 
few. The majority, coming 
more or less equally from , 
men and women and mainly ’ 
Mail or Telegraph readers, 
rehearsed the same issues . 
time after time. 

An insistent message is re- 
sentment of what are seen as 
unjustifiably long holidays, - 
with the inference — often 
mathematically demon- 
strated — that teachers’ true 
salaries when annualised are 
substantially higher than 
teachers suggest The argu- 


ment overlooks the long 
hours teachers work daring 
tenntlmes. many believing 
what one teacher union 
claimed in the not too distant 
past, that a teacher's contrac- 
tual commitment is 30 hours 
per week, and many thinking, 
too, that few teachers do 
more. The perception takes 
no account of the fact that 
most teachers do school- 
related work during the holi- 
day periods, nor does it 
recognise that teachers' 
services remain at their em- 
ployers' call, so that they may 
not undertake other regular 
employment, or — the acid 
test — register as unem- 
ployed. The view is that 
teachers are part-time work- 
ers cl aiming a fell-time wage. 

Another theme repeated 
again and again is that teach- 
ers did not have to choose to 
teach. Having made their 
beds, they should lie on them 
without complaint, or find 
some other employment. 
Quite ap art from the fact that 
job scarcity makes the option 
theoretical rather than real, 
those arguing in that way 
showed no sign of carrying 
the suggestion through to its 
logicalextreme. They seemed 


not to have thought of what 
would happen to the educa- 
tion service if too many able 
young men and women acted 
on the advice and either re- 
jected teaching as a potential 
career from the outset, or left 
for greater rewards as soon 
as possible after entry. 

Comparing teachers' pay 
with police pay provoked 
considerable indignation 
and, in some correspondents, 
almost incoherent anger. The 
lesson is that the comparison 
does not help the teachers’ 
case at all because it arouses 
such powerful feelings main- 
ly unrelated to the question 
the advertisement implied. Is 
it right that a raw recruit to 
the Metropolitan Police, with 
very limited training, respon- 
sibility and experience, 
should earn more than a 30- 
year-old teacher? Few 
readers asked that question. 
They instinctively contrasted 
their impression (and in 
some cases actual experi- 
ence) of the high risk nature 
of police work with their view 
of teaching as a safe, secure, 
undemanding job. 

Almost every letter or tele- 
phone call assumed that the 
teachers who had placed the 
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school? The DES urges con- 
sultation on LEAs, and the 
Secretary of State, who has 
the final say, will take the 
consultation into account 
when making his decision. 
But is this a legal •'right" or 
just a procedural courtesy? 
And. anyway, what exactly 
does it mean, and are there 
any obligations placed on 
authorities to do anything 
about what is said? A recent 
case involving Brent Council, 
known for its political volatil- 
ity. sheds some interesting 
light on the view the courts 
will lake of these matters. 

In the early 1980s Brent 
issued two consultation 
papers about secondary reor- 
ganisation in the light of fall- 
ing rolls. At the end of this 
process in December 1983, 
the Labour-controlled au- 
thority gave an assurance (a 
“guarantee” some called it) 
that all the secondary schools 
would remain for at least five 
years. So the matter might 
have rested had not a Labour 
councillor crossed benches, 
making the Conservative 
group the largest party, with 
the Liberals holding the 
balance. The political control 
exercised by this alliance 
could not extend to the edu- 
cation committee, which, 
under the 1944 Act. was ex- 
tended by coopted members 
with experience of education 
and knowledge of the area. 
The new administration 
instructed the director of 
education to produce 
proposals to close and/or 
almalgamate schools. The 
council published proposals, 
though without the advice of 
the education committee. 

The response was. to put it 
mildly, stormy. The education 
committee, with its 
members much m 
recommended oo . action. The 
council itself, whichhas the 
responsibility as the local 
education authority for the 
actual proposals, did not 
agree, and instead published 
a new set of

much of interest in h is 
lengthy and trenchant judg- 
ment, not least to do with the 
special role of the education 
committee, and the necessity 
to consider financial implica- 
tions. But the main interest 
for parents is in his judg- 
ments on the process- of 
consultation. 

The patents had to ' show 
that they, had a legitimate 
right to consultation. The 
judge was dear about this: 
their interests are, clearly 
involved, the Secretary of 
State asks LEAs to do it, and 
Brent had shown that it, too, 
expected consultation by its 
ae lions in the early 1980s. Mr 
Justice Hodgson used the 
case of the Civil Service 
onions over the GCHQ, where 
it was' conceded that the 
unions had a legitimate ex-, 
pectation of consultation, 
though overridden . by 
national security. More than 
this, if the parents had a “le-' 
gitimate expectation” of con- 
sultation, ‘then they -have the 
same legal right to consulta- 
tion as they would have had If 
it had been given to them by 
statute.” ■ , 

But, it was. argued, consul- 
tation is only the beginning of 
the process. Surety, since the 
Secretary of State has the 
final decision, and the rate- 
payers have the- statutory 
right to make complaints to 
him, then the LEA at itxown 
risk could ijmore or truncate 
the consultation, : There 
would., be. nothing, actually 
illegal about it Not so, raid 
Mr Justice vHodffiOn: , there 
may be some situations in 
which people might , need to 
be satisfied- with “an unjust" 


trial and a fair appeal” (he 
proposed the case of fixe “rus- 
tication of stripping under- 
graduates”). but they , would 
be rare and this was not one 
of them. 

So what would fair and 
reasonable consultation look 
like? The judge was clear 
that the Brent parents had 
not had it, though he was re- 
luctant to be pinned down on 
precise detaus. He did not 
dissent, however, from the 
parents' counsel's contention 
that it had four elements. It 
mast take place at a stage 
when proposals were still flu- 
id; the LEA must give suffi- 
cient information to enable 
those consulted to arrive at 
an informed judgment; the 
LEA must give adequate time 
for the consideration of the 
issues; and, finally, the prod- 
net of consultation should be 
conscientiously taken into 
account when finalising the 
pro p osals. 

Whatever his endorsement 
of these general principles, 
the judge found resoundingly 
in favour of the parents on 
most of these points. The doc- 
ument produced by the coun- 
cil was “wholly inadequate” 
in terms of the information it 
provided, a fact which was 
“deeply resented’’ by the 
parents. The period allowed 
by the authority for consulta- 
tion (in effect, just 11 days of 
term time) was likewise 
“wholly inadequate,” and he 
expressed the view that on 
such a fundamental change a 
period of at least a month of 
term time was called for. 
Finally, the new proposals 
were so different from the 
originals that -the parents 
could have been expected to 
be consulted anew. 

Councillor Steel, Conserva- 
tive chairman of the Brent 
education committee, is 
quoted as describing the 
judgment as “a disaster for 
the education system.” It cer- 
tainty does not make life 
easier for administrators and 
officials, bat it does a great 
deal to codity what is, in any 
case, already good practice 
in many places. 

- It maybe too much to call 
: the Brent case another Tame- 
side, but it can be seen as 
one -more -move in the en- 
croachment of -the courts on 
the specialist role of the Sec- 
retary of State. If the judge in 
the Brent case was keen to 
see off the Secretary of State, 
be was at least a . powerful 
ally of parents and defender 
of the independence of edu- 
cation committees.

Learning to love brainpower 


“FOR some years there has 
been no coherent policy for 
higher education.” With these 
words the Society for 
Research into Higher Educa- 
tion — Leverhulme Report 
(1983) offered a challenge to 
the DES and its advisory 
bodies. A year later NAB and 
the UGC responded with their 
strategic advice to the Secre- 


tary of State, including^ joint 
chapter entitled “Higher 
education and the needs of 
society”. What has the DES to 


is a remarkable year for 
reports on higher education: 
after Jarratt and Lindop, we 
await the promised consulta- 
tive document on student 
awards, the much delayed 
comparison of costs between 
the universities and the public 
sector, and above all the Green 
Paper itself In the absence of 
a “national board” and onty 
the DES has the responsibil- 
ity, capacity and scope to 
provide a coherent policy for 
' ’ 'ter education and achieve 


ted planning across 
both sectors (public sector and 
universities), and phases (sec- 
ondary, non-advanced farther 
and higher education). 

What should a coherent 
policy look like? It mast ad- 
dress (at least) the following 
topics: purpose, access, 
courses, institutions stan- 
dards, funding. And it mast 
look to the longer term: what 
do we want for 1995 and the 
turn of century? (Good plan- 
ning thinks ten years ahead, 
plans three years ahead — and 
copes with the present). 

The NAB-UGC joint state- 
ment on the functions of high- 
er education and reseach in 
our society provides a starting 
point for a discussion of pur- 
pose. Are we to replace the 
Robbins priniciple — 
'“Courses should be available 
for all those who are qualified 
by ability, and attainment to 
pursue them and who wish to 
do so-,” with a new one — 
“Courses should be available 
for all those who axe able to 
benefit from them and who 
wish to do so"? I hope we shall 
— and I believe that ability to 
benefit will be the critical 
issue in the planning of both 
further and higher education 
for the rest of the country. The 
needs of the- economy for 


skilled brainpower (a phrase I 
prefer to “trained manpower”) 
mast be reconciled with the 
desire of students for personal 
development, and I believe 
they can be. As for. research, 
the major task (and challenge) 
is for the universities, but the 
public sector also has an 
important contribution to 
make. We need a more pur- 
poseful national policy, one 
which is openly selective, 
better balanced between the 
claims of fundamental and 
applied research, and proper- 
ly monitored. 

DES Report on Education 
100 tried to forecast student 
numbers to the end of the 
century, and has already had 
to be revised upwards: 1 
believe that further upward 
revisions will be required. But 
forecasting student numbers 
is an- unreal procedure. 
Student demand is not a 
natural phenomenon: it is 
managed. Raising the stan- 
dards and expectations in the 
schools, youth unemployment, 
home students' awards policy, 
overseas students fees, 
courses offered — all affect the 
level of student demand. Pre- 
vious assumptions about 
student numbers during the 
next decade will be called into 
question above all by a com- 
mitment to the principals of 
continuing education and 
access for all who are able to 
benefit from higher education. 

There is, however, another 
argument for increasing 
access: the demographic trap. 
RoE 100 forecasts a 15 percent 
drop in stndent numbers by 
1996, whereas the needs of 
employers for skilled brain- 
power across a range of indus- 
tries and services will contin- 
ue to grow. In addition to this 
increasing demand from 
industry and commerce- we 
must plan to meet the growing 
need 'for primary (ana, later, 
secondary) teachers to cope 
with the upturn in the birth- 
rate which began in 1979. 
These simultaneous demands 
upon a shrinking number 0 f 21 - 
year-old graduates and diplo- 
mates can ontybe met by one of 
two strategies — and we prob- 
ably need noth: a genuine and 
effective commitment to con- 
tinuing education and a posi- 
tive policy of access to higher 
education for a. significantly 


larger proportion of the (re- 
ducing) 18-yearold cohort 
One test of the Green Paper 
will be whether there is to be a 
serious policy on access to 
higher education, or just a 
repetition of the ; traditional 
(false) view that student 
demand is a natural and un- 
manageable phenomenon 
beyond the reach of planning. 

As for the balance and pat- 
tern of courses, the responsi- 
bility lies primarily with insti- 
tutions to respond to informed 
student demand. The DES and 
the advisory bodies neverthe- 
less have a duty, first, to en- 
courage and monitor such re- 
sponsiveness in the 
institutions, and secondly to 
ensure that student demand is 
indeed well-informed, since 
otherwise the reconciliation 
of student demand and 
employment needs will contin- » 
ue to elude us. 

■ Higher education is offered 
in some 600 institutions in the 
UK: the bulk of the work, how- 
ever, is concentrated in about 
150 major institutions — uni- 
versities. polytechnics. Scot- 
tish central institutions, vol- 
untary and local authority 
colleges. We need policies on 
the size, range of work, distri- 
bution and categorisation of 
institutions. 

How are academic stan- 
dards to be maintained and. if 
possible, enhanced? The 
SRHE - Leverhulme Report 

stated: “During the course of 
our study two broad views 
emerged. One was that the 
non-university institutions 
should have less external in- 
tervention in their academic 
affairs; the other was that uni- 
versities should have more." 

Lindop favours the first 
view, butl doubt the wisdom of 
this. Is the possession of a 
charter and a system of exter- 
nal examin ers a sufficient 
safeguard of standards? In the 
past the quality of courses in 
the public sector has been 
maintained and guaranteed by 
external validation (by CNAA, 
BTEC and the validating uni- 
versities). Can we rely in the 
fixture on HMI and external 
examin ers in the designated 
institutions? It would be 
remarkable if a Secretary of 
State so concerned (and right- 
ly) for academic standards 
were to preside over the weak- 


ening of the 'system of quality 
assurance in the public sector. 

It would be regrettable if 
major institutions in the pub- 
lic sector threw away the guar- 
antee of quality provided by 
external threshold validation: 
status and respect in my 
experience, go to those who 
face and pass examinations, 
not to those who avoid them. 

There are at present two 
critical fending issues: the es- 
tablishment ofa rationale for 
institutional fending and the 
review of student awards. I 
agree with Dr Knight that we 
are “living with a lie." aud that 
this leads to constant prob- 
lems of funding; however 
(apparently unlike him) I fa- 
vour the principle of “similar 
fending for similar work” on a 
long-term policy for higher 
education. A system offending 
which pays more to universi- 
ties than polytechnics for the 
same number of comparable 
students is, in (belong term, as 
indefensible as one which, as 
at present, pays polytechnics 
more than colleges for the 
same work. 

The student awards regula- 
tions are the hidden hand of 
higher education planning, 
and I welcome an open debate 
of the best form of expenditure 
of nearly a quarter of the na- 
tion’s higher education bud- 
get For my part I am prepared 
to consider the case for loans 
— perhaps in the limited form 
suggested in the SRHE- 
Leverhulme Report: there 
may well be better solutions. 

For too long the Government 
has had no coherent policy for 
higher education. NAB has 
made its own position clear, 
and we look forward to reading 
the DES response; I hope we 
will be able to give the Green 
Paper one cheer for addres- 
sing the issues, two for making 
clear the hard choices that 
have to be feced, and three for 
offering a coherent long-term 
policy.

Jobs for 
lives 

WE HEAR a lot about “rele- 
vant” education nowadays 
What pupils do in school is 
supposed to have a purposeful 
relationship with what they 
do, or want to do. after they 
leave. To establish such a con- 
nection is the task of three 

separate bodies; it is easy to 
get their titles and roles 
cOdfused. 

Careers teachers have the 
earliest and most continuous 
experience with the young 
people in their charge. There 
was a time when these were 
mostly reluctant volunteers, 
whose only aid was a shoe-box 
fell of free leaflets. Now. 
though the careers job is only 
rarely a fell-time one, it is 
usually held by at least one 
person who has received some 
specialist training and is felly 
committed to keeping up to 
date in order to meet increasing 
and changing demands. He or 
she maintains as big a careers 
library as the school’s budget 
permits and will do as much 
individual guidance work as 
the timetable will allow. Most 
of their time, though, is taken 
up by putting over basic con- 
cepts about career choice and 
life skills to class-sized groups. 

This is a field in which the 
Job Centre and employment 
offices have the highest pi 
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advertisement were on strike. 
The assiduously accurate re- 
porting by newspapers of the 
different policies of the vari- 
ous teacher unions was as 
nought. Without exception, 
every letter, even those most 
reasonable in tone and 
approach, was- strongly criti- 
cal of striking teachers. Such 
action was seen either as 
undermining the teachers' 
case for public sympathy 
entirety, or a powerful dis- 
traction from whatever mer- 
its the case had. 

Teachers have complained 
for a long time that they are 
the subjects of unjustified 
criticism, and usually link 
their complaint with baseless 
slurs on their competence. 
But few people complain 
about falling standards. The 
main public criticisms are 
quite different Whether they 
are grounded or not they are 
the attacks teachers must 
answer. And the conclusion I 
draw is that there is an 
urgent need for all of us to 
take our public relations very 
seriously.

high street. Most people 
believe that the Employment 
Division staff who work in 
these offices are the primary 
source of counselling for 
youngsters who are between 
school and work or training. In 
fact they tend to operate on the 
principle that most of their 
clients know more or less what 
they want: a Job Centre is 
rather like a cafeteria. 

The offices of the local au- 
thority careers service are 
more likely to be tucked away 
down some side street Its offi- 
cial responsibilities were laid 
down in the Employment and 
Training Act (1973). the same 
Act which set up the Manpow- 
er Services Commission. A 
more detailed booklet issued 
by the Department of Employ- 
ment— The Careers Service- 
Guidance to Local Authorities 
— was last updated in 1980. 

Jeff Reynalds, president of 
the Institute of Careers Offi- 
cers, says that it is the job of his 
colleagues “to help anyone in 
fell-time education (and some 
part-time and evening 
courses) to reach an informed, 
realistic decision about a 
feture career. . . and to assist 
them by finding suitable and 
appropriate jobs, training, 
educational or other 
opportunities." 

They make the same pre- 
sumptions as the careers 
teachers, that their young 
clients are far from worldly 
wise and need as much help, 
guidance and support as they 
can get This can go on long . 
after school or college, 
through YTS. and into employ- 
ment or unemployment Most 
of their time, however, is spent 
in the schools, where they 
become involved with ’ 
students and parents from the 
time of the third-year options 
(particularly if TVEI is one or 
the possible choices) through 
to the end of the sixth form.

Increasingly, careers leach- - 
ers and officers are using com- 
puters. The DEIS has recently ' 
set up a programme of evalua- 
tion and development for the •

Learning system (JUG-CALl 
which relates pupils' inter- 
ests. careers choice and local • 
opportunities for training and 
employment. 

AU over the country careers 
officers are actively stimulat- 
ing and helping employers, , 
Urban Aid teams. YTS manag- t 
ing agents, and the. EEC to * 
create such opportunities , 
where none existed before. 
They have influenced the pro- 
vision of grant aid for appren- ' 
ticesbips. the formation of .. 
cooperative courses and self- ■■ 
employment groups, the ' 
development of post-YTS 
training, new courses in - 
further education, and shel- 
tered employment for handi- 
capped young people. In the t 
North-east for example, they .

A MORE professional 
approach to safety is needed 
on school outings, argues a 
Penzance teacher, Martin 
Lynch. Friends of his saw the 
four boys swept away by the 
great wave at Land's End. 

When a school journey is 
plamied, he writes, attention 
usually settles on four areas: 
educational value; cost; 
travel arrangements; suitable 
accommodation. Experienced 
organisations offer to cope 
with all these aspects and to 
advise on insurance. There 
are regulations governing the 
ratio of staff to pupils. The 
choice of staff is left to the 
head teacher. Provided the 
finances are handled to the 
satisfaction of the auditors, 
and a sensible disciplinarian 
is included in the leadership, 
there seem to be no more 
worries. 

Generally, I am amazed at 


experience beforeha nc 
proposed journey and follow 
the itinerary without chil- 
dren, to investigate possible 
hazards and to advise on sen- 
sible precautions.

AS A member of foe group 
which produced the SDP

Why a teacher’s 
lot is not 
a happy one 

TEACHING is now an all- 
graduate entry profession, 
and to gain entry to a degree 
course, a candidate realisti- 
cally requires at least five 0 
levels (which must include 
Maths and English for teach- 
ing), and a minimum Of tWO A 
levels. 

On entry to the profession, 
a 22-year-old, folly qualified, 
graduate teacher would earn 
gft . gfjg per annum. An 18-year- 
old non-graduate constable, 
who would begin training 
only on entering foe police 
force, would earn £6,708 per 
annum. Policemen and 
women also receive consider- 
able allowances in addition 
to foeir basic pay; ex. £2£10 
is foe average rent allowance 
for constables. 

Surely we must question a 
government that values its 
tt&chers far less than its 
police force. Incidentally, 
since April 1979,* Members of 
Parliament have enjoyed a 
salary increase of 145 per 
cent — they are. of course, a 
special case!

THERE is a greater injustice 
in foe A level system than foe 
one discussed by John Fair- 
hall (The Guardian, May ZX 
Those who mark the scripts 
have no control over what ‘'ad- 
justments’* are made to foe 
raw totals they supply to foe 
examining boards, which work 
in conditions of secrecy to pro- 
duce “appropriate" distribu- 
tions of grades each year. 

As admissions officer for a 
B-Sc. Social Studies degree 
course for the last three years I 

have become over-familiar 
with foe phenomenon of sixth- 
formers attaining D grades or 
worse when Bs or better were 
predicted for them. The sheer 
number of these under-achiev- 
ers, and the systematic way in 
which they have varied from 
teachers’ predictions over this 
period, persuades me that 
- something is wrong 

Perhaps subject tutors have 
become disgracefully incom- 
petent at making judgments 
about foeir pupils' abilities, 
but a different explanation 
suggests itself to me. As we 
now know that “only a handfli! 
of marks separate a B grade 
from a D, or foe difference 
between admission and rejec- 
tion by a university.” it is not 
hard to calculate that identi- 
cal standards of performance 
by candidates might well have 
secured them grade Bs in 1982, 
grade Ds in 1983, and grade Es 
or worse in 1984. If this is so. 
then what is to become of foe 
1985 candidates? 


I base this on the assump- 
tion that examining boards 
made downward adjustments 
of about 3 per cent iu each year 
to the raw marks they received 
from examiners. They wonld 
have done this in ordertocome 
up with a present target num- 
ber of passes at each grade, or. 
to put it another way. in oraer 
to maintain a “normal distri- 
bution” of pass marks. It was in 
these terms that an A level 
examiner defended this prac- 
tice (which he did not deny) to 
me recently. 

It is widely assumed in all 
areas of educational assess- 
ment that marks or grades 
must conform to the “normal 
curve." I can trace this belief 
back to the early years of the 
century. “Maintaining the dis- 
tribution” seems to be identi- 
fied in educational minds with 
reason, order and justice, 
although I know of no scienti- 
fic basis for it I consider it to 
be a superstition. It would 
have been thrown out long ago 
with all foe other discredited 
baggage of mental testing if it 
were not so crueUy useful in 
foe management of educa- 
tional opportunities. In any 
case, normal curves applied to 
human' populations, from Gal- 
ton’s first attempt, often re- 
flect social and political as- 
sumptions which might be 
highly controversial, such as, 
in this case, some assumptions 
about the desirable size of foe 
group of school-leavers which 
is to be permitted to become 


qualified for entry to higher 
education. 

The system of A level exam- 
ining offered little in the way 
of justice to the many 
thousands who have thus been 
deftly robbed of their entitle- 
ment to higher education. It :s 
now time for the examining 
boards to be asked just who 
they think they are working 
for. Their revenues come from 
the very consumers of foe edu- 
cation system they treat so 
badly, but it is hard to argue 
that the headlong collapse of 
educational opportunities 
they have brought about has 
worked to foe interests oF 
consumers. 

Each year sixth formers** 
work harder and achieve high/ 
er standards only to have their 
efforts flung in foeir faces by 
these kangaroo courts. Civ3’ 
liberties are a long way re" 
moved from foe activities of 
the examining boards. To the 
extent that sixth-form tutors* 
collaborate by revising down- 
wards their expectations of 
their pupils, they will have 
joined the boards as loyal and 
willing allies of foe Tories in? 
their bid to cut back on educa- 
tional opportunities.

Why the C I A primed the ; bla§§ 


THE disclosure of a CIA 
link to the car bombing 
which killed 80 people in 
Beirut last March has pre- 
dictably provoked an outcry 
in Congress and among crit- 
ics of President Reagan who 
are alway looking- for reasons 
to bash the unattractive CIA 
director, Mr William Casey. 

The carelessness in Beirut 
is naturally being equated 
with other blunders, includ- 
ing the mimng .of Nicara- 
guan ports and the infamous 
assassination manual which, 
surfaced in' the heat of last 
year’s, .presidential election 
battle. This is the view of 
Admiral Stansfield Turner, 
director . of. the .. CIA. in' the 
Carter years, who believes 
that Mr Casey’s . mishan- 
dling of the agency ” may be 
due to his wartime 
background. 

Admiral Turner, in his 
shortly-to-be published mem- 
oirs, Secrecy And Democ- 
racy. argues that Mr Casey’s 
background in the OSS (the 
Office of Strategic Studies) 
the wartime precursor of the 
CIA, has led him down a 
dangerous path. “ Almost any 
.covert action -to help win the 


war was considered within 
bounds.” Admiral' Turner 
notes. He adds, “ Translating 
this attitude to the peace- 
time 1980s was a serious 
mistake-” 

It is relatively easy for 
Admiral Turner/ from the 
comfort of his retirement, to 
make the case for a more 
research-orientated and an- 
alytical CIA of the kind he 
developed in the Carter ad- 
ministration. But the fact is 
that the CIA under Jimmy 
Carter was a disaster. It 
totally failed at every turn 
to predict the course of 
events in Iran, and its mis- 
reading of signals eventually 
lead to US humiliation dur- 
ing the hostage crisis which 
didn’t end until a President 
who had committed himself 
to a war on terrorism took 
the oath of office. 

Indeed, many intelligence 
experts argue that the only 
way to deal with terrorism is 
to use wartime techniques. 
In the aftermath of the Bei- 
rut, bombing of October 22,' 
1983, when 241 marines were 
killed, - the administration's 
natural inclination was to 
retaliate, using the forces at 


its ' disposal offshore. It 
allowed the battleship flew 
Jersey to unload its fearsome 
Id-inch shells on areas of the 
Lebanon believed to be oocu- 

S ed by the perpetrators — 
e HezbaDan (Party of 
God) group . — and at- 
tempted at least one direct 
• air-strike. 

- But within the US. the 
Congress’s Vietnam syndrome 
was playing havoc with Sec-' 
retary of State George 
Shultz’s determination to 
exact revenge. It became im- 
possible fbr the US to di- 
rectly involve itself militarily 
under the threat of the War 
Powers Act and at a time 
when it was taking heat 
from its partners in the 
multinational peacekeeping 
force. There was a search for 
alternative ways of striking 
back. at the enemy and it 
was Bill Casey’s CIA- which 
was dragged, into the conflict 
almost by default • 

With no overt mean?' of 
striking back at those' forces - 
which had murdered marines 
in their hanks and left the 
Reagan administration’s 
Middle East policy in fatten, 
the CIA was called upon to 


develop & counter-insurgency 
operation in the country — 
the kind of : technique which 

- other intelligence organisa- 
tions use with' impunity. 

For Casey’s' CIA, however, 
the options were severely - 
limited. Congressional man- 
date prevents the CIA from 
“doing- a James Bond,” as 
one Washington intelligence 
expert put it yesterday.

IN THE WORK of the secu- 
rity services, state power is 
seen at its most dangerous. 
It is completely 

un invigilated. Wbat MI5 gets 
up to is, from the point of 
view of the citizen, a dosed 
book. Only the aberrant 
cases — a Michael Bcttaney, 
who cracks up and tries to 
defect, or a Cathy Massiter, 
who leaves the service and 
blows the whistle on phone- 
tapping — provide a glimpse 
into some of the pages. 

Occasionally, as with these 
two. they offer a lesson in 
the culture as well as the 
facts of security: a lesson 
which there is another 
opportunity to act on later 
this week. 

The politicians, of course, 
deny that there is no 
invigilation. They say that 
they provide it. Ministers arc 
the citizen’s guarantors 
against both inefficiency and 
impropriety by the security 
men. And behind ministers 
stands Parliament. The 
Prime Minister reporting to 
Parliament as she has just 
done on the Belraney case, 
ensures, she would contend, 
proper democratic control 
over abuses of state power. 

Upon inspection, however, 
this reporting seems to be of 
limited value. Not only is it 
hedged about by a deep 
reluctance to answer ques- 
tions. but these questions, 
when posed, are all too often 
finessed by a cute rebuttal. 
Evcrvthing that is now done, 
the Prime Minister says, was 
also done under previous 
governments. 

Since Labour governments 
refused to answer questions. 
La hour oppositions have no 
business asking them. Fur- 
ther. to lock the door on- all 
inquiries, the SDP-Liberal 
Alliance is ai.ro implicated. 
Is it not an SDP peer. Lord 
Hirris of Greenwich, whose 
off-the-cuff definition of sub- 
version in 1977 is now the 
locus classicus ? 

Rarely can the citizen have 
been more aware of govern- 
ment as a kind of conspir- 
acy. There arc the governors, 
all of one mind and one 
record, whatever their party. 
And there are the rest of us. 
virtually defenceless, with 
the opposition neutered and 
the government clinging 
righteously to silence. 

But ministers are not in- 
different to the problem this 
raises. We are not exactly in 
Czechoslovakia. They want to 
appear to be fulfilling demo- 
cratic requirements. So in- 
stead of answers, thpy offer 
somc-thinq else. Trust us, 
they say. and trust the sys- 
tem we monitor. Trust SI 15. 
on which we impose severe 
discipline. Trust the Securitv 
Coramission, four great and

good and decent men. Trust 
Lord Bridge, its chairman, 
who also looks after phone- 
tapping. 

So the question is : is such 
trust justified ? Can govern- 
ment., in this area where the 
culture of generations per- 
mits it to shelter in secrecy, 
be relied on to behave as 
least a> well as it behaves 
where scrutiny is less easily 
evaded 7 

WAh some reason, the 
Thatcher Government claims 
to be able lo answer yes to 
that question. Mrs Thatcher 
has been unusually open in 
discussing security break- 
downs. Through the cases of 
Blunt. Prime and now 
Bettaney. Parliament lias 
been told more than it knew 
about aspects of the secret 
world. To the extent that 
this has demystified " that 
■world and opened its foetid 
air, thick with unhinging ob- 
sessions, to ventilation, it can 
only be beneficial. 

These breakdowns, how- 
ever. are not the limit of the 
citizen’s interest. He clearly 
has a very large interest in 
efficient security. - The dam- 
age done by traitors, and the 
threat posed by incompetent 
security, can be enormous. 
But when we talk about 
invigilation. it's not entirely 
because this might improve 
working practices. It has 
more to do with the old-fash- 
ioned fear that absolute 


power may be just slightly 
corrupting. 

As tiie story of an organi- 
sation in which we arc in- 
vited to repose our trust on 
this account, the Security 
Commission's report on Mi 5 
and Bettaney is not encour- 
aging. It shows an agency 
prepared to tolerate massive 
drunkenness and unreliabil- 
ity in one of. its own. and 
even to promote him. This 
was very bad for security. It 
is also quite bad for any 
hope that, were an officer to 
err not against security but 
against liberty— say, by en- 
gaging in illicit surveil- 
lance — there would be the 
smallest expectation of bis 
being disciplined. 

Another strand in the 
same pattern is provided by 
the account of how Bettaney 
was unmasked. This resulted 
from the evidence of two 
junior operatives who went 
to his superior. They arc 
rightly commended. But con- 
trast this with what hap- 
pened when Ms Catby 
Massiter, troubled by ex- 
cesses of a different kind, 
went to her superiors. Be- 
cause her anxiety concerned 
a point about liberty — the 
illicit use of phone-tapping 
— and not about security, 
she was sent to a Harley 
Street psychiatrist as a pre- 
liminary to leaving the 
service. 

A still larger cloud hangs 


over this question of trust. 
Plainly. MIS does not de- 
serve it. But is the Security 
Commission any better ? 1$ 
even a particle of its concern 
reserved for the threat MIS’s 
zeal may pose to liberty," as 
distinct from the threat its 
Incompetence poses . to 
security? -. 

It must be doubted. The . 
commission has published a . 
good few reports. It seems to 
meet often — 17 meetings 
on Bettaney alone — but al- 
ways with a view -to tighten- 
ing up security rather "than 
asking questions abbot any- 
one’s rights, save, possibly, 
those of members of the se- 
curity service itself. In. ex- 
ercising his most specific lib- 
ertarian respondbtiity, - 
moreover. Lord Bridge has 
been a pathetic failure. As 
the man in charge of the 
rules about phone-tapping.- he 
has managed . to find not a 
single error of judgment -and 
not one case of unjustified 
surveillance in the more 
than 6,000 taps which Home 
Secretaries have authorised. 

But the vortex of mistrust 


has lower still to go. Minis- 
ters say. trust us. Except, in 
their fevered concern to 
streamline and re-streamline 
..MIS’s management they give 
us no reason to do so. Net 
* ther ' Home Secretary nor 
Prime Minister " shows -the 
■ slightest public awareness 
that power may occasionally 
corrupt They poihttb ; a bat- 
tery of rules which define 
good' conduct Like their 
predecessors they refuse- to 
admit; that these are ever 
broken. Thus does the lack 
of accountability turn demo- 
cratic politicians into -mouth- 
pieces for a species - of 
authoritarianism. 

This is the content, the 
House of Lords should con- 
sider when it begins debat- 
ing the Interception of Com- 
munications Bill • on 

Thursday. The. bill provides 
for a tribunal of liwyers to 
deal with suspicions of un- 
lawful interceptions. . Its 
terms of reference ensure 
that -this body will be a' cha- 
rade. An amendment will be 
moved to . secure some form 
of parliamentary oversight. 

As with all • novelties, 
Whitehall does not like, 
straw men abound in the 
ease it makes for resistance. 
The incredulous questions 
are easily formulated.. With 
proposals for more, freedom 
of information, the question 
is usually something like.: 
are you seriously saying: that- 
. the details of . yesterday’s 
Cabinet meeting should ap- 
pear verbatim to tomorrow’s - 
papers ? When parliamentary 
oversight of the secret world 
is suggested, it is just as far- 
fetched. For example ; 
Would you really trust Den- ‘ 
nis Skinner with the names 
of MIS’s trade union 
network ? 

A measure of parliamen- 
tary oversight would, of 
course, involve nothing like 
that I can see at least one 
particular task it would -per- 
form: removing from the 
closed minds of MI5’s direc*. 
tors the definition of what 
constitutes subversion, and 
subjecting it to the light of 
public discussion in changing 
circumstances. There could 
hardly., be a topic more 
suited for - political, ; not 
bureaucratic, decision. 

The real purpose however," 
would be wider. It would be 
to say to government on be- 
half of the citizen : “ We do 
not trust "you. You have 
given us no reason to do so. 
You are hand in glove -with 
the agencies you are sup- 
posed to question oh our be- 
half. This -is how it always , is 
when power is not scruti- 
nised: Even decent people 
are corruptible. It is time 
for Parliament. to mako it a 
little more difficult for you 
to tell quite so many lies.” ■

WHAT — aside from money 
— can a public flotation- 
give to a corporation enjoy- 
ing some form of trustee 
ownership ? 

The vast bulk of compa- 
nies seeking the status of a 
public quote fall into two 
groups : small or smallish 


private companies wanting 
money to ^expand ; and large 
companies which for histori- 
cal reasons are part of the 
public sector and are being 
privatised. 

Bqt there is a third group, 
of which the Wellcome Foun- 
dation is one. where a sub- 
stantial company seeks a 
quote because its owners in 
some way or other are un- 
happy with the existing 
arrangement. 

Politics aside, mast usually 
there are two reasons for 
public floats. One is the de- 
sire of the owners to release 
capital for investment else- 
where (or in the case of the 
government to reduce taxes). 
The other is that the enter- 
prise itself needs to raise 
more funds to expand. If you 
look at most normal floats 
the motive is some combina- 
tion of the two. British Aero- 
space's latest issue is an ex- 
cellent example of this dual 
function. 

How does Wellcome fit 
into this pattern ? 


The nearest recent analoi 
to Wellcome is probab. 
Reuters, where the company 
was owned by a trust whose 
members needed to realise 
some of their investment. In 
simple financial terms it was 
not prudent for the news- 
papers which own Reuters to 
hold such a large proportion 
of. their total assets in one 
enterprise. 

There were other advan- 
tages. to be sure. An impor- 
tant one was that the com- 
pany needed to find another 
source of investment flrnds 
than plougbed-back profits. 
-But the need for the owners 
to release capital was 
paramount. 

The other slightly s imilar 
current case would be the 
proposed float of the Daily 
Telegraph group, where the 
overriding -motive is to raise 
funds for new investment. 

In each case the owners 
have sought to retain control 
of the enterprise, so that 
there is no direct impact of 
the change in ownership on 


existing managerial aims and 
aspirations. In other words 
the owners want shareholder 
participation in ownership 
without ceeding shareholder 
participation in management. 
Some investors. are happy to 
go along with this; others 
object ' 

In the case of Wellcome 
the twin motives are very 
much there. The trustees, 
perfectly sensibly, want to 
reduce the eggs In the one 
basket (If you- want an ex- 
ample of & trust which was 
tardy in reducing its invest 
meet in the original enter- 
prise look at the Nuffield 
Foundation. Its reluctance to 
cut its investment in the old 
British Motor Company now 
limits the fund's charitable 
worth.) 

And the trustees can 
reasonably argue that 
Wellcome could advance 
more quickly if it were, as a 
public quoted company, able 
to borrow against the secu- 
rity of the quote. 

So you can see powerful 
reasons for the change to 


take place. You could further 
argue that the foundation- 
receives a pretty tiny - divi- 
dend considering its worth. 
Since it gives this away for 
research. the medical 
research community as a 
whole would presumably ben- 
efit from some . divestment. ;

The pressures destroying the rainforests 
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James Erlichman 
on a new 
campaign by 
* Friends of the 
Earth 


LANDLESS peasants. Ameri- 
cans munching fheir way- 
through billions of fast food 
hamburgers, and some of the 
world’s biggest corporations 
share common ground. • 

They are all blamed for a : 
systematic . attack . on the 
tropical rainforests which 
span three continents of .tlw. 
globe. 

Friends of the Earth say 
the peasants, the corpora- 
tions . and the fast foodies 
must he stopped in their 
tracks before the world’s- 
most vital natural resource is 
destroyed. 

This is a tali order, even 
for an international environ- 
mental group with the cam- 
paigning real of FoE. Its UK 
director. Mr. Jonathon Porritt 
(who doubles as leader of 
the Ecology Party) admits 
lie has a ten-year fight on 
his hands. The peasants, who 
need land, the corporations 
who want profits, and the 
Americans who cannot live 
without their drive-in snacks. 


will not give up their habits 

easily. 

Being very nice - people. 
Friends of the Earth have 
decided, in a major cam- 
paign launched last week, to 
focus their first attack on 
the giant Corporations which, 
strip the forests' of their 
prized hardwoods Eke 
mahoeony and Xe&k, and con- 
vert them tnto furniture and 
decorative building materials: 

Tactically tins may be 
wise. It is a lot easier to win- 
pqbljc support by attacking 
corporate greed . <Uian . Uy ... 
hayping on the unfortunate ' 
plunder of impzoverished 
people. ", .. 

But is H ecologically 
sound 7 .The. landless peas- 
ants, of. Africa, the' Americas 
a=d South East Asia, who 
are driven to slash and bum , 
the trees in. search- of food 
and fuel, do more collective 
damage, to the rainforests , 
than all the multinationals 
put together— whether they, 
are engaged in logging or 
the cattle ranching which is 
now killing . trees to make 
quick burgers and bucks. 

When pressed. Friends of. 
the Earth admit that peas- 
ants destroy 70 per cent of 
the trees, and the Timber 
Trade Federation in.: the UK 
not surprisingly, putsjhe. fig. 
ure nearer 9Q per ^cent But 
the crude figures themselves 
are more than a little 
misleading. - 

The pressure of burgeon- 


ing population siace 'the war', 
hps certainly.. taken its tolL 
But. there, is strong evidence 
that the recent . activities of 
logging corporations has 
greatly exacerbated the peas- 
ant problem. Previously,’ the 
landless poor pecked away at 
the edge of forests. 'Now 
they migrate deep into vir- 


gin areas along the penetrat- 
ing ‘ roads bulldozed - by' the 
loggers' in search “of the 


>ng the pi 
ulldozed - 


choicest hardwoods. 

The timber companies, 
whjfeh include .Utyleyer, Stf; 
i^sous,,.' &, , .CrosfidjL .and 
Inchcape, in .the UK, insist 
that less than lO .per cent of 
the trees extracted from the 
tfopkal rainforests -end up 
as . ekpdrted ‘ hardwood. But 
tlfe smftsb’ dmT grab’ifedi- 7 
ni^ues-'-bf ■Snatdqng only' 
prized- ' frees often leaves 
great destruction in the log- 
gers’ wake. 

Third World governments, 
eager for hard currency’ and, 
ndw areas, to decant thOir 
poor, must share the blame. 
Unilever, apparently satisfied 
all' conditions laid down by 
the ’ Solomon Islands 
Government when its subsid- 
iary began logging in 1968. 
In 1983 alone ■ Unilever 
ckfims to have paid -out- -more- 
than $3 million in taxes and 
reforestation subsidies and it 
says that some o£ the money 
went back directly into the 
hands of local tribesmen. 

But its activities still en- 
raged some local people on 


Kolobangero Island so much 
that they wrecked a Unilever 
logging camp causing $1 mil- 
lion worth • of damage in 
1982. 

The so-called “hamburger 
connection” poses the latest 
threat to the rainforests. Ac- 
cording to Friends of the 
Earth, some of the world's 
largest corporations, includ- 
ing Dow Chemical, Volks- 
wagen. United Brands, and 
the Japanese trading house, 
Mitsui, have interests in cat- 
tle ranches which are being 
ctit into the rainforests. Crit- 
ics argue that the cattle, fed 
on the poor scrub, are fit 
only' for the hamburger meat 
that finds its way by com- 
plex route into the fast food 
joints of the United States. 

The grazing land is soon 
exhausted and more forest is 
razed to feed the ravenous 
cattle and Americans clam- 
ouring at their highway bur- 
ger bare. 

Enough has already been 
written about the ecological 
disasters that will plague us 
all if the rainforests go on 
being burnt and felled at 
their present rate. 
Rainforests equal in land- 
mass to the ' size of the 
United Kingdom (200,000 
square kilometres) are 
ruined each year. 

Hardened city dwellers • 
with no lore of flora and 
fauna may also be them- 
selves in periL All this tree 
burning could raise the 


earth’s temperature by 3 de- 
grees centigrade, enough, say 
futurologists, to melt the po- 
lar icecaps a bit and - sub- 
merge the costal metropoB 
of London, Washington, 
Tokyo and New York. 

British involvement in all 
this destruction is, in a 
direct sense, pretty tenuous. 
Even Unilever, Inchcape, and 
Harrisons Sc Crosficlo, only 
indulge in hardwood logging 
as a sideline. The rest of the 
UK timber trade only oper- 
ates as merchants. The real 
European culprits .are the 
French,' Yugoslavians ' and' 
Romanians who cut huge' 
swathes through the remain- 
ing forests of Africa. 

Biit as users, the. British 
rank, a S the third largest, 
buyers of tropical hardwood 
products in the world behind 
the Japanese and the Ameri- 
cans. You could say we -let 
others to do the dirty work 
for us while we pay for, and 
enjoy the spoils. . • 

Our national fondness for 
tropical hardwoods— in fitted 
kitchens, plywood and pan- 
elled boardrooms — give 

Friends of the Earth the 
best lever it has got for fo- 
cusing UK attention on the 
rainforest problem and the 
pressure group is now asking 
consumers to boycott tropical 
hardwood products until the 
corporations hand over 1 per 
cent of their profits to set 
up a fund which will guaran- 
tee sustainable methods of 
hardwood culling.

drives me is me. I am my 
own worst enemy.”

But how much can we all’ 
be made to care about 
trees ? Friends, of the Earth 
claims to be “the; first pofitt 
cal campaigning organisation 
in the world" to fight for 
forests. And .it says, it is 
mobilising,^ allies- in 27 
countries to tackle the gov- 
ernments, consumers and 
corporations that are respon- 
sible for the destruction: 1 

It would be well not to 
mock-. The destruction of 
rainforests, like the prolifera-. 
tion of nuclear waste, is the 
kind of global; nagging prob- 
lem which haunts us now 
and may destroy a fair few 
of us just a little JaSer on. 

Yet Friends of the Earth 
seems driven by a certain 
amount of fraternal envy in 
its desire to do for trees' 
what Greenpeace • has done 
for seals and whales. 

“ It is time that we moved 
away • from : seals. ? whales, 
tigers, gorillas and. other, 
single endangered species,”, 
said Charles • Secret!, who 
will lead the campaign- from 
London. “ The real environ-- 
mental problem -is the de- 
struction • of whole • eco- 
systems.” ’ '•• • • • * 

He is undoubtedly correct 
But it may take more .than 
messianic zeal-.. and fringe 
campaigning to put the 
world right- within the ten- 
year time scale that Friends 
of the • Earth have given 
themselves to • solve the 
whole planet’s problem. - - 


THE SUCCESSFUL opening 
of .the £276 million Mount 
Ple'ashnt Airport in .the Fa In- 
lands — .on time and virtu- 
ally on budget — has pro- 
vided an important boost to 
Britain’s beleaguered con- 
struction industry. 

While most contractors are 
down at heels suffering from 
the collapse in public spend- 
ing in the UK. declining 
orders in the Middle East 
and payment problems in 
other overseas’ markets, 
Laiog, Mowlem and Amey 
Roadstone, the companies 
which formed the joint ven- 
ture to build the airport, are 
riding high. 

So. too- aTe; dozens of- Brit- 
ish companies which were in- 
volved , .-with the project. 
Trusthouse Forte,' which han- 
dled catering and security 
services,' GEC Ruston Diesels, 
which * installed ...electrical 
generating ‘equipment- BICC, 
which carried out electrical 
work and MacTay, which in- 
stalled pipework, were 
among those who grabbed a 
slice of both the profits and 
kudos associated with the 
Falklands project. 

. Mrs Thatcher was quick to 
spot the public relations po- 
tential for British industry. 
In a special message to the 
joint venture contractors she 
said that the project “spoke 
volumes for what the British 
construction is capable of 
achieving in difficult condi- 
tions throughout the world.” 

Mr Oliver Whitehead, the 
Laing director who chaired 
the board of the Laing- 
Mowlem-ARC- joint venture 
company, confessed before 
the airport opening cere- 
mony . last weekend that 
Laing was already using the 
Falklands project as a show- 
piece * example of how the 
group-* could perform in hos- 
tile coditions. 

tio. details of , profits are 
being released by 1 .the' consor- 
tium^ at this stage, but Mr 
Whitehead looked decidedly 
pleased with the outcome. 
The joint venture .won a’ £1 
million bonus for completing 
the project on time — 16 
months from starting work 
in the Falkland in December 
1983. Tri addition two further 
contracts have been awarded 
worth £35 million which will 
keep the consortium busy at 
the aiTport site until the 
middle of next year. 

Mr Whitehead is a no-non- 
sense'. construction man and 
has been irritated by the po- , 
liticaP flak which the project 
has attracted. “People have 
asked us why we transported 
men and materials via Cape 
Town,” he said. “ The accusa- 
tion is that we have been 
supporting the anti-apartheid 
.•regime there. 

“ Have they actually 
looked at .the map?” he 
asks. “ We could not ship the 
materials through South 
America so what were we 
supoosed to do ? ” 

• The. logisitical problems 
posed by the Falklands con- 
tract were - the most difficult 
ever, faced, by a -British con- 
struction group. AH materi- 
als and workers bad to be 
supplied from Britain accord- 
ing to the terms of the -air-- 
port contract That meant an 
8.000-nrile plus journey, ei- 
ther by sea, or by Hercules, 
where use was restricted by 
the demands of the armed 
forces on the Falklands. 

Laing. MowJem and Amey 


Roadstone came together to 
bid for the contract largely 
because they had comple- 
mentary skills necessary to 
complete the job. laing is a 
huge general contractor with 
experience of running large 
camps of construction 
personnel. 

Mowlexn had invaluable 
marine skills which were 
.essential to get the project 
.off the ground. Before any 
construction work could 
begin the consortium bad to 
obtain two ships to transport 
materials and build a jetty 
on the Falklands to unload 
supplies. Amey Roadstone. 
part of the Consolidated 
Goldfields group, extracted 
aggregates from the Falkland 
islands which were then used 
to build the airport runway. 

Laing - Mowlem - Amey 
Roadstone (LMA), won the 
-project an competition with 
two rival UK groupings. A! 
joint venture company was 
established with Laing and 
Mowlem taking 40 per cent 
stakes and Amey Roadstone 
20 ner cent 

The project was master- 
minded from a newly ac- 
quired office in Surbiton, in 
Surrev, close to the PSA’s 
Croydon office, but inconve- 
nient for the member compa- 
nies. Laing is based in Mill 
Hill in north London. 
Mowlem. in Bracknell and 
Amey Roadstone at Sutton 
Courtney. 

Eventually. 150 peonle 
were employed at the office 
to liaise with the workforce 
in the Falklands, buy materi- 
als. and handle recruitment, 
transport and design. 

Recruitment proved to he 
easy. Within a few months 
the joint venture office had 
17,000 names on file from 
British workers keen to take 
14-month contracts, worth he- 
'tween £10,000 and £20,000 
depending upon the skills in- 
volved. A two-week paid 
break in mid-contract was in- 
cluded as part of the deal. 

Once in the Falklands the 
joint venture employees 
worked 10-hour shifts for six 
days each week. Off duty 
they were entertained ’ by 40 
different clubs and societies, 
with catering provided by 
THF. 

Accommodation, a road 
from the coast to the airport 
site, and from the airport to 
Port Stanley, were all built 
by the contractors. 

Telephone and data, com- 
munication proved to be ex- 
.tremely effective from the 
very first months. The first 
ship to travel to tlie islands 
bad a Mare sat communica- 
tions system. Later. Plessey’s 
' satellite communication sys : 

tem took over, making it 
■ possible to dial the Falk- 
lands direct from Surbiton, 
or Mill Hill with no 
restriction. 

What will happen to the 
Falklands workers when the 
project winds down? Mr 
Whitehead said that many 
will be employed by the 
three joint venture compa- 
nies on other projects pro- 
viding there is work avail- 
able for them. 

And if Mr Whitehead and 
his colleagues are as success- 
- ful as- they hope, the Falk- 
lands project could well be 
the forerunner of several 
more for the joint venture 
companies, as Britain's repu- 
tation for finishing jobs on 
target rises In the eyes of 
the rest of the world.

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BOC results match best hopes

BOC, the industrial and med- 
ical gases supplier, will soon 
encounter a deceleration In the 
rapid advance in United States 
profit of recent years, but 
there are no worries about ei- 
ther the state of the economy 
as it affects the group or a 
weaker dollar. 

Results in the first half of 
the year to September 30 were 
up to best expectations in most 
areas, apart from carbon and 
carbide, and such problems as 
there were. Including the min- 
ers' strike .in Britain, were 
muted In their impact. Pre-tax 
profit jumped to £78.7 million, 
from £59.5 million, excluding 
the capital gain realised last 
year on the Oxford Instru- 
ments sale. Turnover was £100 
million higher at £1,041 
million. 


Within the total, the rise in 
earnings from US health care 
products was again the out- 
standing feature. Both the an- 
aesthetic pharmaceutical busi- 
ness and the newer home 
oxygen 'supply operations built 
up through acquisition, did 
very well, while the medical 
equipment section overcame 
the organisational problems 
that caused a setback a year 
ago. i 

Although there was a loss of 
£3.5 million in the carbon and 
graphite division as a result of 
price competition in the US 
steel plant industry, notably 
from Japan and to lesser ex- 
tent in consequence of the pit 
stoppages in Britain, this was 
no worse than expected. 

Gases benefited from the up- 
turn in the capital goods In- 
dustries and although the 


profit gain of a fifth in this 
division was outshone by the 
rise of over half in health care 
earnings it still contributed 
nearly twice as much. Again, 
the US was the lead area, fol- 
lowing heavy past investment 
The withdrawal from welding 
also helped. Returns in Britain 
were higher and South Africa’s 
contribution was maintained in 
local currency terms. 

Edwards High Vacuum, the 
United Kingdom electronic en- 
gineering equipment supplier, 
starred m the doubled profit 
or just over £10 million de- 
rived from miscellaneous activ- 
ities. European profit mainly 
arising in the UK. was up 
nearly a quarter and although 
It is now running well behind 
that made in the Americas, the 
fall in the Pacific total caused 
mainly by the fall in the Aus- 


tralian dollar 'meant that the 
challenge for second place 
faded. Currency losses in the 
southern hemisphere were 
made up on the dollar, helped 
by forward sales near Its peak: 

The interim dividend is 
being lifted to 3£5p net a 
share, from 3.15p and the new 
chairman. Mr Richard 
Giordano, who retains execu- 
tive control, says that contin- 
ued real growth in distribution 
is the aim. Prospects for the 
remainder of the* year and far- 
ther ahead are considered to 
be good. They would be en- 
hanced if the dollar fell 
against the' German mark and 
Japanese yen, though Mr 
Giordano’s £771.000 annual sal- 
ary may level off.

Unilever, the Anglo-Dutch 
foods and detergents combine, 
yesterday produced a 13 per 
cent rise in first quarter prof- 
its to £218 million on sales 24 
per cent higher at £4.7 billion. 

Brooke Bond, the tea and 
timber group acquired last 
year, was responsible for a 
third of the safes increase and 
Ihe majority (10 per cent) of 
profits growth.
